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INTRODUCTION. 


2 annual return of the Miffionary Aſſo- 
ciation collected together an immenſe multi- 
tude of Miniſters and people of all denominations. 
The pleaſing intelligence, juſt received from the 
Miſſionaries ſent out the laſt autumn, ſeemed fo 
auſpicious a commencement as gladdened every 
heart, and*encouraged the hopes of final ſucceſs 
in the great object of our views. 

As the ſteps of our procedure have been mi- 
nutely recorded in the Evangelical Magazine, 
publiſhed June 1, it would be ſuperfluous to re- 
peat them, It will be ſufficient to obſerve, that 
after two previous meetings, on Monday and 
Tueſday, to adjuſt all matters neceſſary to be 
brought before the General Body, the public ſer- 
vice commenced on Wedneſday morning, at Mr. 
Hill's chapel, May ro, with a diſcourſe by the 
Rev. W. Moorhouſe, of Huddersfield ; the ſub- 
ſtance of which will appear, as the firſt, in the 
following courſe of Sermons. The audience vaſt, 
and the attention ſolemn. 

The interval between the ſervice was employed 
in preparing for the change and choice of Direc- 
tors the following day. | 

At fix in the evening the worſhip was renewed, 
at the Tabernacle Moorfields, when the Rev. A. 
Waugh, of London, delivered the diſcourſe the 
ſecond in the following ſeries, to an immenſe mul- 
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titude, which greatly overflowed that vaſt place of 
worſhip. 

The next morning the body of the Society aſ- 
ſembled at the Caſtle and Falcon to renew the Di- 
rectory; and to decide, by lot, which of the pre- 
ſent Directors ſhould go out, and be ineligible 
for the preſent year. A Committee was then 
formed of the former Directors, and ten Mem- 
bers of the Society, to renew the body of Direc- 
tors, and to fill up the vacancies ariſing from the 
loſs of the valuable and active friends excluded 
for the preſent year. Some difference of opinion 
reſpecting the lot, and the propriety of rendering 
uſeful and active members ineligible, made none 
in the ſpirit of union, and zeal, with which every 
metnber, whether in the direction or out of it, 
profeſſed to be actuated. | 

The Treaſurer, though excluded as a Director 
by lot, was requeſted to abide in his office. His 
unwearied and generous ſervices being ſuch, as 
could not but intereſt every member of the So- 
ciety for his continuing to fill that important ſta- 
tion, as Director and Treaſurer. 

The Secretaries were re- elected, with thanks for 
their faichful diſcharge of their functions. | 

Various motions of thanks followed to the in— 
ſurers of the ſhip for zool. at merely one penny 
fer cen. and to the generous bodies, and indivi- 
duals, who to greatly contributed, by Innumera- 
ble articles, to the equipment of the ſhip and the 
Nliſſionaries. 

The determination of two of our Directors to 
embark on a miſſion to the Hindoos, affbrded us 
peculiar ſatisfaction. 

The evening beheld the immenſe building of 
Tottenham Court crowded from door to door, 
when the Kev. Iſaac Nicholſon, Tutor to the Col- 
lege eſtabliſhed at Cheſhunt, fince the death of 
the truly noble Counteſs of Huntingdon, deli— 
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vered the diſcourſe the third in the following 
ſeries. 

It remained only to cloſe the ſolemn ſcene of 
public labours the following day, which was ac- 
compliſhed in a manner molt highly ſatisfactory to 
every one of the body, as well as the immenſe 
multitude which attended, at St. Saviour's, South- 
wark. Which vaſt and magnificent church, by 
the obliging friendlineſs of its Chaplain, Mr. Gil- 
ſon, and the church-wardens, was offered to the 
Society: and Mr. Winkworth, the other Chap- 
lain, read the ſervice. The ſermon was delivered 
by the Rev. Mr. Melville Horne, Vicar of Olney, 
once Chaplain at Sterra Leone, and the zealous 
friend of the Inſtitution ; to which his Letters on 
Miſſions contributed greatly, by animating thole 
whoſe hearts were before awake to the important 
ſubject, and provoking the zeal of many others. 
This diſcourſe will be found the laſt of the vo- 
lume ; and, we truſt, the impreſſion left from the 
whole will be deep and laſting. 

Such an affemblage of Miniſters of all deno- 
minations, was ſcarce, we believe, ever remem- 
bered before. All prejudices, and illiberal dit- 
tinctions laid aſide, and a demonitration aftorded 
that all good men may hold the unity of the Spirit 
in the bond of peace, and zealouſly unite 1n the 
great and glorious object of communicating the 
Goſpel to thtir perithing fellow-ſinners, whilſt 
each reſerves the right of private judgment, re- 
ſpecting the preferable modes of worſhip, or ec- 
cleſiaſtical diſcipline. Surely no real Chriſtian in 
England, Scotland, or of any foreign church, 
could have been preſent, witho.it feeling a reviving

nations, and the pleaſing expectation that the time 
is approaching, when we > ſhall all be lefs warped by. 


educational prejudices—eſcape from the repulſion 
of 
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of bigotry—feel that Chriſt and his kingdom is 
not divided—that one great object ought to ſwal- 
low up all leſſer differences, and one uniform pur- 
poſe to fill every bolom—to know nothing elſe at 
home or abroad but Jeſus Chriſt, and him cru- 
cified. Among the other happy effects of our 
Miſſionary Meeting, nothing can tend more pow- 
erfully to cultivate this ſpirit of love, and of a 
ſound mind, than the nearer approach of men of 
different perſuaſions in one body, for a purpoſe fo 
noble as a Heathen Miſſion; and the happy con- 
ſequences which have been already experienced, 
encourage our confidence that our Chriſtian love 
will be enlarged, our ſpirits drawn into nearer 
union in the one head Chriſt, and our concentrated 
efforts become more powerful to ſpread the glad 
ridings of his ſalvation to all kindreds, and 
rongues, and nations, and languages. 

Friday evening, the whole body of the Miſ- 
ſionary Society aſſembled once more, to cloſe 
their labours by the nomination of new Directors 
in town and country, and to make a confiderable 
increaſe of both; in order to promote the intereſt 
of the Society, and to facilitate the work, by a 
more enlarged number. |

When 
the ſubje& being reſumed, an admiiable paper was 
read by one of the Directors, leading to a ſeries 
of reſolutions ; which, after ſolemn inveſtigation, 
were unanimouſly adopted. |

and may their happy effects be felt by the heathen

« THE uncommon ſolemnity which attended the 


laſt meeting of the Society, and which was peculiarly 


felt during the conſideration of the queſtion concerning 
the means of providing Miſſionaries, will, I am per- 
ſuaded, long dwell in the recollection of thoſe who 
were preſent, and occaſion the frequent revival of thoſe 
ſacred impreſſions which were then univerſally experi- 
enced. The awful ſenſation produced by the conviction 
that God was in the midſt of us diſpenſing his ſacred in- 
fluences, and exciting his ſervants to the moſt explicit- 
conſecration of themſelves, to promote the glory of his 
Name in the converſion of the Heathen, has, perhaps, 
ſeldom been exceeded ſince the firſt diſciples aſſembled 
on a ſimilar occaſion, after the aſcenſion of their 
victorious Redeemer, and conſulted together on thoſe 


ſubjects which relate to the enlargement of his ſpiri- 


tual dominion oyer the Gentile world, 
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4 It will doubtleſs be the prayer of my Chriſtian, | 
that this ſacred flame kindled in Heaven ſhould never 
be extinguiſhed, but cheriſhed with the zeal of conſtant 
devotion ; and regulated by that divine Wiſdom which 
may perpetuate and increaſe its ardour, and ſpread its 
influence to the moſt diſtant climates and the remoteſt 
periods. The re- conſideration of this ſubje@ appointed 
to take place this evening, impreſſed my mind with the 
conviction, that it became the duty of every individual 
prefent to employ as much of the interval as he could 
command from other duties, to revolve it in his moſt 
retired and ſerious thoughts, in the hope that a wife and 
diſcreet concluſion might reſult from ſo general an at- 
tention to the ſame queſtion ;—it is this conviction that 
has impelled me to throw my inſignificant, mite into 
your 'T reaſury, and to, accompany it with my feeble but 
fervent prayer, that the influence of this evening's deli- 
beration may furniſh matter for gratitude and praiſe, not 
only to ourſelves, but to thoſe who are now feated among 
the ſhades of death; not only to this generation, but to 
thoſe which ſhall ariſe in ſucceſſive ages till the end 
- cometh, when the Mediatorial diſpenſation ſhall termi- 
nate, and God be all in all. 

« The prominent idea of the laſt evening's diſcuſſion 
feemed to be this—that the Miniſters of the Goſpel in 
general, and among the reſt thoſe connected with this in- 
ſtitution, had not yet diſcovered that degree of zeal with 
reſpect to the converſion of the Heathen,” which their 
ſituation in the church of Chriſt, and the ſtate of the 
Heathen world, ſeemed to demand from them; and that 
it is now incumbent on them not to be ſatisfied with 
calling forth the zeal of' others, and eſpecially of the 
laity to this important ſervice, but to manifeſt a readineſs 
themſelves to make every perſonal ſacrifice, and conſe- 
crate their lives to the honour of their Saviour in preach- 
ing his Goſpel in Heathen countries; this impreſſion 
appeared to be enforced with ſolemn weight on the mind 
of every Miniſter preſent, and to excite among them 
a ſerious enquiry reſpecting their individual duty. It 
is hoped, that the queſtion will be frequently renewed, 
extenſively circulated, and ſeriouſly diſcuſſed, and that 
many will follow the conviction ; that it. is their duty 
—their honour, and their privilege to become Apoſtles 
to the Gentiles, and to calls the wings of the Goſpel 
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and fly to the ends of the Earth, proclaiming the Salva- 
tion of God. 5 | 171 : 
„Ihe point of importance is, to aſcertain to whom 
this \hongurable ſervice belongs, and the beſt means of 
exciting-their attention to it. Two or three ideas were 
ſuggeſted at, our laſt meeting, which deſerve conſidera- 
tion. One of; our Fathers in Chriſt, feeling the love 
and the zeal; which advancing , years cannat quench, 
conceived that it might be ſuitable that thoſe Miniſters 
who are in the direction, ſhould diſcover a readineſs 
to undertake the labours of a Miſſionary, and that a 
ortion of them, ſhould be ſeparated tor this ſervice: by 
P interpoſition of the Head of the Church 
10 the ſolemn application of the lot. It may not be 
inexpedient. to conſider, whether this propoſition . 
pot be liable to important objedlions; it is not neceſ- 
* fary here to aſcert in, whether the uſe, of the lot is a 
legitimate mode of, deciſion in any caſe in which the 
exerciſo of the, underſtanding, aided by prayer to.God, 
is competent to determine; nor is it neceſſary to en- 
quire whether the Miniſters, 2 he. Directors, 
poſſeſs thoſe Miſſionary qualifications which might render 
them uſeful—nor whether their own inclination diſpoſe 
them to the ſervice; there is, probably, a coincidence 
of all theſe advantageous circumſtances meeting in ſe- 
veral of our Fathers and Brethren in the Miniſtry, and 
yet it may not be the duty of any one of them to en- 
gage therein. The will of God concerning us, is the 
only and univerſal law which enforces and limits our. 
duty, aud the application of this law is diverſified ac- 
cording to the various circumſtances in which each in- 
dividual is placed, and of which, generally ſpeaking, 
he is the belt judge. It is indeed probable, that it may 
be the duty of ſome of the Miniſters to become Miſ- 
ſionarics—but the propoſition referred to aſſumes it as 
a certainty, that a fixed proportion ſhould be conſecrated 
to this ſerviee, as well as that the lot will determine 
the individuals; on this ground, it appears to be an un- 
ſuitable principle to r ſort to on this occaſion. 

« Another of our friends intimated, that the nomina- 
tion of any individual to the ſervices of a Miſſionary by 
thoſe Miniſters who are in the direQtion, might be con- 
fidercd as an intiniation of the will of God, with which 
in his own particular caſe he ſhould feel it to be his duty 
a to 
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to comply; but it is expedient to reflect, whether this is 
not an inſufficient and unſate criterion by which this 
point is to be decided. It is very probable, their deter- 
minations will generally be the diQates of ſound wiſdom; 
but it is alſo certain, they will be liable to thoſe oc- - 
caſional miſtakes and errors in jud. ment, from which 
humanity is never entirely exempt, and therefore their 
nomination ought not to be conſidered as binding on the 
conſcience of others. Suppoſe it was to happen that 
the zeal, the devotedneſs ot heart, the active perſeverance, 
the courage and firmneſs of this individual, had induced 
them to fix upon him, or any other with the like endow- 
ments, and in fimilar circumſtances, not only uſetul in 
the church, but having alſo the ſuperintendance of a a 
numerous family; and admit moreover, that the nomi- 
nation coincided wi h his own inclinations, and gratified 
his ardent zeal for the honour of his Saviour ami the 
Salvation of the Heathen, yet I preſume his appointment 
would neither be conſiſtent with diſcretion on the part of 
the Directors or himſelf. 

J believe it will ſeldom occur, that it is the duty of 
thoſe who have the charge of numerous families, to 
engage perſonally as Miſſionaries to the Heathen. "The 
caſe of our valuable brother, who has conſecrated his 
diſtinguiſhed powers to this important cauſe, is exempt 
from the general objections, and is ſanctioned not only 
by every principle of love to Chriſt and zeal for his 
cauſe, but as it relates, to his family, is conſiſtent with 
the ſentiments of conjugal and parental duty ; in general 
caſes if a Miniſter was accompanied by his family, it 
would abridge his uſefulneſs and limit the ſphere of his 
activity, and would on no account be adviſeable, except 
his labours were a:uong civilized Heathens, or that he 
ſucceeded to a Miſſion previoully eſtabliſh. d, or that the 
Miſſion itſelf conſiſted of a conſiderable number of in- 
dividuals; if he was to leave his fam ly behind tim, 
he would abandon the important duty of providing for 
their happineſs and adminiſtering to their ſupport ; he 
would negle& the formation of the morals of his own 
children, for which nature and Providence has made him 
almoſt * the guarantee; and although God is a great 
ſovereign, and has a right to command the ſervices of all 
his creatures in any way which conſiſts with his Supreme 
will, yet in reaſoning from analogy, and conſidering the 
uſual procedures of the divine Wiſdom in the govern- 
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ment of the world and the church, we are juſtified in the 
adoption. of this general concluſion, that he has not 
placed one eſſential duty in a ſtate of variance with 
another; and that therefore it is not probable, that thoſe' 
individuals will be called to Jabour as Miſſionaries amon 
the Heathen, who in order to it muſt abandon hols 
duties which are binding upon them, by the cleareſt and 
the ſtrongeſt ties both of reaſon and religion. Much 
more might be offered on this part of the ſubject; but I 
ſhall ouly further ſuggeſt, that was the Society on flight 
rounds to depart from theſe cuſtomary maxims, it might 
inflict a wound on its reputation, expoſe it to reproach, 
and furniſh us with paintul occaſions of contrition before 
our God. | 
« I am of opinion moreover, that it will not be ex- 
pedient in the Directors to fix upon thoſe who are very 
young, and have not yet made any proof of their Mi- 
niſtry ; this remark is not of univerſal application, and 
caſes will probably ariſe, in which it may be departed 
from with ſafety ; as a general rule, I believe however it 
will be found, that thoſe are likely to prove moſt uſeful 
among the Heathen, who by their previous uſefulneſs in 
the church here, have obtained a Divine ſanction, and 


Warrant to their Miniſtry ; it is therefore among thoſe 


who are neither very young, nor much advanced in age, 
that it would probably be expedient to direct the ex- 
hortation to examine themſcives with all poſſible care 
and folemnity, as to their duty in relation to the inſtrue- 
tion of the Heathen—and the deliberate and ſolemn 
opinion of the Miniſters in the direction, addreſſed to 
ſuch individuals, cannot fail to fix more ſtrongly on 
their minds the ſerious examination before recom- 
mended, and induce them to come to ſuch a concluſion 
as they can reflect upon hereafter with ſatisfaction, and 
ſubmit to His inſpection who knows the thoughts. a

« If any ſentence has been written, which has a 
tendency to damp the Miſſionary. ardour where it ought 
to be excited, I hope ſuch ſentence will be obliterated 
from every recollection; it is the predominant deſire of 
my heart, that this ſacred zeal may every day receive 
new vigour, that it may be conſecrated by wiſdom and 
prudence —that it may ſpread throughout the Chriſtian 
world, and extend its triumphs to every region Where 
Satan's ſeat is. Beſides the general arguments in its 
| favour 
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favour ariſing from the infinite duration and worth of 
the ſoul; the efficacy of our Saviour's death and inter- 
ceſſion, and the explicit promiſes and prediQjons of 
God in relation to this ſubject the actual ſtate of the 
Heathen world, invites the efforts of Chriſtians to at- 
tempt the introduction of the light of the Goſpel. The 
more we examine this ſubje&, the more the conviction 
impreſſes itſelf upon us, that it appears in a ſtate of pre- 
paration and readineſs for the admiſſion of the religion of 
Chriſt. In Aſia and in Africa they yield a patient and 
inquiſitive attention to the meſſage of the Miſſionaries 
they are not encompaſſed with inacceſſible prejudices, 
nor ſhielded by impenetrable ignorance ; they invite in- 
ſtruction, and in the latter continent eſpecially, the 
triumphs of the Croſs have within a ſhort period been 
conſiderable. In the weſtern coaſt alſo thereof this 
bleſſed Croſs is about to be lifted up as an enſign 
upon the hills, to which we truſt the nations will 
flow. The Mahometans who are remote from the 
centre of their impoſture, hold their errors with a 
looſe and indifferent hand; and, at this moment, even 
the throne of the falſe prophet ſeems to feel the approach 
of its inevitable deſtiny, and trembles under the preſages 
of diſſolution ; the diſtreſs and perplexity of nations, is 
a ſignal for Chriſtians to arouſe themſelves ; the fields 
appear white for harveſt, and our prayers ſhould be 
without ceaſing, that an abundance of labourers may 
be ſpeedily thruſt forth. That aur moſt diſcreet and 
zealous exertions may, as they always ought, ac ompany 
our ſupplications, it is probable the Society will come to 
a ſeries of reſolutions which appear to them beſt adapted 
to promote this great and important end. The following 
have ariſen in my mind as ſuitable to occupy the conſidera- 
tion of the Society—others of more importance will J 
hope be ſuggeſted and adopted. 
iſt. That the Society being aware of the great im- 
portance of the queſtion reſpecting the beſt means of 
procuring Mi:honaries, invite and requeſt the opinion of 
the friends of the inſtitution thereon, to be tranſmitted 
to their Secretary. | 
2d. That from a ſurvey of the ſtate of the 
Heathen world, they are of opinion, that it is encourag- 
ing for Miſhonary exertions ; and that it is peculiarly 
the duty of Miniſters of the Goſpel to devote themſelves 
to the promotion of the kingdom of Chriſt, in whatever 
part 
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part of the world their ſervices may tend to accompliſh 
this great object. 

3d. © That the Miniſters in the direction, and thoſe 
preſent in the Society, conſider it to be their duty to enter 
upon a folemn examination of themſelves, as in the im- 
mediate and awful preſence of God ; whether it appears 
to be his ſacred will concerning them, that they ſhould 
perſonally bear his name among the Heathen ; that they 
will accompany this examination with prayer for his 
direction and influence, that they may be enabled faith- 
fully to follow the deliberate conviction of their hearts. 

4th. ** That it is recommended to every Miniſter con- 
nected with this inſtitutibn, who is zealous for the honour 
of Chriſt, and in whoſe ſituation no inſurmountable ob- 
jection to Miſſionary labour exiſts ; to promote the ſame 
ſolemn proceſs within his own breaſt. 

5th. That the Directors be deſired to revolve in 
their moſt ſerious thoughts the ſituat.on, the gifts and 
the ſpirit of thoſe Miniſters who are within the circle of 
their acquaintance, and where any appears to them, con- 
fidering all circumſtances, qualified and ſuited for the 
ſervice of Chriſt among the Heathen, to ſuggeſt the ſame 
to him, and earneſtly recommend the ſubject to his ſerious 
and deliberate conſideration. 1 

6th. “ That it be recommended to all aſſociated 
bodies of Evangelical Miniſters, to take the ſtate of the 
Heathen world into ſerious diſcuſſion in all their meet- 
ings, and particularly to conſider of thoſe individually 
2 them who appear adapted to this important 
Work. 
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ITH mingled ſenſations of joy and grati- 

rude, of hope and fear, we meet you, 
dear brethren, once more at this return of our 
annual-folemnities, tp report the progrels of the 
bleſſed work intruſted to our care. | ; 

We are arrived at a period of peculiar anxiety, 
in which, it may be truly ſaid, we travail in birth 
till Chriſt be formed in the fouls of thoſe heathens, 
for whoſe ſervice we have lately ſent our firſt 
Miſſionaries, and whole progreſs on their voyage, 
more deeply intereſts us for its completion. 

Many favourable circumſtances have conſpired s 
to induce a hope, that our attempt will not prove 
abortive. But roo much confidence thould not 
be placed in appearances. Dark clouds may 
overſpread the bi ighteſt ſky; and the threatening 
ſtorm may as ſpeedily be . diſperſed. We are 
taught by the word of God, and his dealings 
with his people, to believe, that even the moit 
merciful diſpenſations of his providence are ſome- 
tynes, for a ſeaſon, awful and myſterious. Nor, 
though uncertain in the preſent inſtance, how far 
it may pleaſe God to give ſucceſs to our ſervices, 
can we doubt his acceptance of them, even though 
he ſhould try our patience, love, and zeal, by 

delaying 
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_ delaying their accompliſhment, or even by dif- 
appointing us in ſome reſpects, as to the expected 
_ ſve, | 

But whatever He decides, we truſt, you will 

have no reaſon to diſapprove any part of our con- 
duct. Every thing that could be done by us, to 
. accompliſh your deſign, hath been done, dili— 
gently, cheetfully. Your Miſſionaries we have 
ſelected with the greateſt circumſpection and care. 
We have purchated for them an excellent com- 
modious veſſel, commanded by the beſt of 
captains. We have ſtored it with every article 
that could contribute to their comfort and health 
during their voyage. We have amply ſupplied 
them with ſuch things as are likely to conciliate 
the favour of the natives, and render their ſitua- 
tion uſeful and happy, in the different iſlands where 
they may be ſtationed. We have given them in- 
ſtructions how to act towards the Heathen, and 
each other. We ſaw them embark. We accom- 
panied them to Portſmouth. We aſſiſted them in 
framing their internal regulations. We forſook 
them not, till the Duff, in which they failed, left 
our iſland ; and ever fince we have followed them 
with our prayers. But, alas! after all, what have 
we done? Paul may plant, and Apollos may 
water, but God alone can give the increaſe. . 

It is highly reaſonable to expect, that God will 
beſtow that increaſe, as his bleſſing and the means 
are general.y connected; eſpecially when thoſe 
means are uſed in humble dependence on himſelf, 
and with a ſingle eye to his glory. Beſides, we 
have many great and precious promiſes to encour- 
age our confidence, that all the Heathen, and, 
therefore, thoſe to whom we have ſent, will be 
delivered from their ſpiritual thraldom ; and 
though we are not certain that God will effect 
their deliverance, by the brethren, gone forth 
under our patronage, yet we have great reaſon to 


hope 
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hope it, ſince he has ſtirred up the ſouls of his 
people to pray for it, with a fervour and per- 
ſeverance ſeldom experienced upon any other oc- 
caſion. Conſidering, however, the active part we 
have taken in the _— of men and meaſures, 
it will not be ſurpriſing, if, till the event be 
known, our feelings are, in many reſpects, like 
thoſe of Mordecai and the believing Jews, while 
Eſther was entering into the preſence of Aha. 
ſhuerus, 

- In the mean time, it is our duty to detail the 
ſteps we have purſued, in conformity to your re- 
ſolutions and purpoſes ; the bleſſings which have 
hitherto accompanied our exertions; and the 
reaſons we have to hope that the Miſſionaries are, 
before this time, arrived at one or more of the 
places of their deſtination. Brkt 

At our laſt annual meeting, you reſolved, in 
conſequence of the Report we then made, that, if 
poſſible, thirty perſons, beſides women and chil. 
dren, ſhould be ſent to the iſlands of the South 
Sea, in a ſhip of our own, navigated by Captain 
Wilſon, and a ſelect crew of ptous mariners. 

In order to the accompliſhment of your views, 
our firſt obje& was to obtain a ſufficient number 
of wiſe and godly perſons, for the work of the 
Miſſion, in whoſe fidelity to our Lord, we could 
confide, and of whoſe Miſſionary call, we had, 
after the moſt diligent examination, ſatisfactory 
evidence ; and our next object was ta procure a 
proper veſſel to conduct them to the ſcene of ope- 
ration. 

At that time, as you may probably recollect, 
fifteen Miſſionaries only had been accepted. But 
the number of perſons who offered themſelves, 
happily encreaſing, we were able to compleat the 
Miſſion, before the proper ſeaſon for ſailing ex- 
pired, upon the extended ſcale you then adapted. 


And on the 28th of July = they were — 
ec 
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ſet apart, ſor the important work, at Zion Chapel, 
amidſt ſeveral thouſands of praying people. 
Not leſs than ten Miniſters, belonging to our 
Society, engaged in this pleaſing and extraordinary 
ſervice. Three prayed; one preached; another 
delivered a charge to the Miſſionaries; and five 
more of our brethren, ſelected from the various 
denominations of profeſſing Chriſtians, of which 
it is the peeuliar glory of our Society to conſiſt; 
an Epiſcopalian, a Preſbyterian, a Seceder, an In- 
dependant, and a Methodiſt, united in the ſo- 
lemn deſignation of the Miſſionaries to their 
work, addreſſing them ſeverally in theſe words, 
Go, our beloved Brother, and live agreeably 
4 to this holy word; (putting a bible into his 
4 hand) and publiſh the Golpel of our Lord 
« Jeſus Chriſt, to the Heathen, according to 
«-your calling, gifts, and abilities, in the name 
« of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
« Ghoſt,” To which each Miſſionary replied, 
« ] will, God being my helper.” 
Never can we reflect on the ſingular ſolemnity 
of this impreſſive ſcene, the love and union fo 
prevalent in every boſom, the fervent prayers of- 
fered up by the immenſe congregation, and the 
divine benediction that accompanied the diſcourſes 
of the preachers, without feeling the moſt lively 
emotions of delight and thankfulneſs. It was, 
indeed, a ſcene much to be remembered by us, 
and all who rejoice in the proſperity of Zion, to 
ſee thoſe, whoſe hearts were already united to the 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, uniting their beſt exertions in 
promoting his glorious cauſe, ſome of them for- 
ſaking all that is dear to nature, and freely de- 
voting their lives, to ſpread the Goſpel of his 
grace to the remitelſt corners of the earth. But 
we forbear to enlarge; nor is it neceſſary that we 
ſhould, as the Diſcourſes are printed for the benefit 
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of the Society, with the names of the Miſſionaries, 
and all the particulars of the ſervice, prefixed. ' 

While the Committee of Examination were 
thus diligently employed in procuring proper 
Miſſionaries, / the Mercantile Directors were no 
leſs active in their endeavours to purchaſe a ſuit- 
able ſhip. Several eſſays were made with this 
view, and ſome were near accompliſhment :' but 
hinderances, which it would be tedious to detail, 
and diſappointment, which, at the time, we re- 
gretted, delayed the execution of our purpoſe, 
till the Duff was offered for our ſervice. 

At firſt we heſitated; the price demanded for 
her, being no leſs than five thouſand pounds. 
But, when we confidered how faſt the ſeaſon: was 
advatcing ; how dangerous it would be to fail at 
an improper time, and without convoy; how dif- 
ficult it was to meet with an offer of a ſhip, in 
all reſpects, fit for our purpoſe; and how rapidly 
the price of ſhips was riſing, by reaſon of the 
great number of tranſports engaged continually 
by Government; and when we took into the ac- 
count the ſuperior excellence of the Duff, the 
ample accommodations it afforded, and the pro- 
bability that the voyage, in ſuch a ſhip, would be 
more ſafe and ſpeedy, we immediately, at the 
ſtrong recommendation of the profeſſional men 
who had been conſulted, ordered the bargain to 
be cloſed. 

As it has been always our aim to execute the 
Miſſion upon a large ſcale, comprehending the 
moſt extenſive proſpects of uſefulneſs, ſo have we 
carefully endeavoured to adminiſter the funds of 
the Society, in a manner the moſt ceconomical. 
With this view we apprehended it was our duty 
to endeavour to lighten the great expence 1n- 
curred in the purchaſe of the veſſel, and the 
greater expenditure that muſt neceſſarily be in- 


curred in the ſtores and equipment, yet without 
C2 the 
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the leaſt infringement on the ſacred ſervice to be 
performed. It appeared to us that after the Miſ- 
fionaries had received every needful attention and 
attendance, the voyage might be terminated pro- 
fitably to the Society, and without affy conſider- 
able deviation from the uſual tract, by procuring 
a freight from the Eaſt India Company homeward 
from China or Bengal. | 
Proper application was inſtantly made; and we 
have to acknowledge the politeneſs of the India 
DireQors in conſidering and granting our peti- 
tion, Though our ſhip 1s of a fize very much in- 
ferior to thoſe commonly employed in their ſer- 
vice, they were pleaſed to give us a charter party, 
with a freight of 300 tons, at the war price of 16]. 
per ton, and with the uſual allowance of half for 
as many tons above 300 as ſhe ſhould be able to 
bring. Our obligations are to be at Canton by 
the 18th of January 1798; but leſt the benefit of 
the Miſſion ſhould make a longer detention at the 
iſlands neceſſary, they were pleaſed to extend the 
charter party to the November following. In 
order to take every precaution that prudence could 
diate to ſecure a certain return of part of the ex- 
pence of the veſſel and outfit, in cafe of her being 
captured by the enemy, or loſt by any providen- 
tial ſtroke, it was thought proper to inſure upon 
her the ſum of 6000l. This could not have been 
done for leſs than 600 guineas, as the loweſt 
terms of inſurance were then 10 guineas per cent. 
But here the ſame zeal and liberality of many of 
our brethren _—__ as had been ſo eminently 
conſpicuous 1n all their other procedures. An in- 
ſurance, to the amount of 3ooal., was made at a. 
penny per cent., a merely nominal ſum to make 
the obligation of the bond valid. 

How munificently the liberality of many indi- 
viduals contributed towards out ſtores and equip- 
ment we would detail to you with pleaſure, if we 

were 
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were not afraid of offending their modeſty, and 
unwilling, where the number” of gifts were ſo 
many, to omit the leaſt more than the greateſt. 
It will, therefore, we truſt, be ſufficient to ſay, 
that no ſooner was our liſt of wants circulated, 
than preſents of this kind, to the amount of ſome 
* of pounds, were made; ſome by pub- 
lic bodies, as the Apothecaries' Company and the 
Humane Society, and others by individuals, 
among whom were found perſons who gave arti- 
cles to the amount of an hundted and even two 
hundred pounds. 

It is impoſſible to paſs by the kindneſs we have 
received from all perſons in office with whom we 
have had to do. A difficulty reſpecting our re- 
giſtering the ſhip baving ariſen, as ſhe belonged 
to no individual, and at the ſame time to no char- 
tered body, the Board of Trade, and the Board of 
Cuſtoms, in the moſt friendly manner met our 
application, and facilitated our clearances. And, 
what perhaps never happened before in the world, 
not an individual perſon would take a ſingle ſhilling 
for any fees of office; fo highly did they approve 
the benevolence of our defign : nor did they ſuffer 
us to experience a moment's delay, but diſpatched 
our buſineſs with the greateſt cheerfulneſs and 
e 

The Lords of the Admiralty granted us alſo pro- 
tections for our ſeamen in the moſt obliging man- 
ner, and one of them, who happened to come on 
ſhore, having been preſſed and ſent on board a ten- 
der, was immediately liberated on our application. 

Our ſhip being ſtored and equipped, her clear- 
ances obtained, and the Miffionaries ſet apart, di- 
rections were given them to embark early on the 
roth of Auguſt, in order to join, if poſſible, the 
convoy at Portſmouth, and ſail with the fleet 
bound to the Eaſt Indies. . 

Beſides the larger inſtructions furniſhed to the 

Miſſion- 
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Miſſionaries, and which may be conſulted by the 
Society, as they are printed at the end of the Diſ- 
courſes delivered at the public deſignation; we 
took an affectionate farewel of them, in the name 
of the Society, the evening preceding the em- 
barkation, addreſſing them in a fraternal charge, 
which we ordered to be printed in the Evangeli- 
cal Magazine—the publication you adopted from 
the commencement of our Inſtitution, as the 
ſtanding medium of our communication with the 
Society. 

Nor did we ſuffer the evening to cloſe till we 
received the Lord's Supper, together with, the 
Captain, the Miſſionaries and their wives, and 
many of the moſt ſerious and active friends of the 
Society: and as a ſtriking proof of the union 
maintained, and the extinction of bigotry among 
us, it was previouſly reſolved, that the oldeſt 
Miniſter who might be preſent, whatever were his 
denomination, ſhould lead the worſhip, and the 
next to him in years conclude it, each of the other 
Miniſters taking ſome intermediate part in the 
ſervice. We may truly ſay, if ever God was 
preſent in the aſſemblies of his ſaints, he was pre- 
ſent upon that occaſion. It was ſurely a little 
ſpecimen of what the church, in the latter days, 
will be, when love, like death, will level all dil- 
tinctions. It was even a foretaſte of heaven.“ 
About five o'clock the next morning the Miſſi- 

onaries embarked at Blackwalt, multitudes flock- 
ing around them to take their leave: and as we 
ſailed down the river, finging the praiſes of God, 
the ſcene became ſtill more deeply affecting. The 
ſailors in the different ſhips as we paſſed viewed us 
with filent ſurpriſe, and the ſerious people on both 
Hides the river, waving their hats, bid theſe holy 
ſervants of God a laſting farewel. From Gravel- 
end, Chatham, and Shcerneſs the friends of the 
Inſtitution met the veſſel, bringing with them, in 
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token of affection, poultry and ſuch other articles 
of ſtores as they thought would be wanting. 

Before ſhe reached Portſmouth, we learned, 
with ſome concern, that the convoy, we-had ho- 
ped to join, had ſailed. Thus an unexpected de- 
lay kept us at Spithead about fix weeks, till an- 
other convoy, with the Adamant, was ready to 
conduct us as far as the Rock of Liſbon, which, 
we truſted, would ſecure us from the danger moſt 
to be apprehended from the enemy's cruizers. 

But this delay, however mortifying at the time, 
was not without the happieſt conſequences to the 
Miſſion, as it afforded the moſt ſatisfactory proof 
of the ſteadineſs of thoſe engaged, and gave ſuch 
of our brethren who viſited or accompanied them 
till their departure, the moſt pleaſing and increa- 
ſing confidence in their ſtability and zeal. 

It likewiſe enabled us to procure a ſingularly 
beautiful and authentic detail of the tranſactions 
of the Mutineers at Otaheite during an abode of 
about two years, together with a copious vocabu- 
lary, ſufficient to ſupply the Miſſionaries with the 
rudiments of the language, and to furniſh them 
with a great variety of phraſes of moſt immediate 
neceſſity to begin an intercourſe with the natives; 
and which, we are happy to add, from the letters 
juſt received, hath moſt particularly engaged 
their attention on the voyage. 

The letters alluded to are dated the 15th and 
16th of November laſt, in the harbour of Rio de 
Janeiro, a Portugueſe town onthe coaſt of Brazil. 
It is ſituated about 23 degrees ſouth latitude, and 
43 degrees weſt longitude, being diſtant about 
5000 miles from England. There the Duff ar- 
rived on Friday, the 12th of November, after a 
paſſage of only ſeven weeks and one day from the 
time the left St. Helen's. The Captain intended 
to fail again on the 19th, hoping, if the latter 
part of the voyage were as fpeedy and proſperous 

as 
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as the commencement, they ſhould reach one of 
the deſtined iflands in ten weeks, the end of Ja- 
nuary or the b-ginning of February. This pleaſ- 
ing expectation ere this has probably been reali- 
zed ; the excellent ſtate of the ſhip being noted 
by Mr. Wihiam Wilſon, the Captain's nephew 
and mate, particularly her ſtift ſailing, and not 
admitting a drop of water in all the way to the 
Brazils. | | 

What they may have experienced ſince they left 
Rio Janeiro it 1+ impoſſible to ſay; but ſurely the 
progreſs of their voyage thither has been auſpici- 
ons beyond what any man, even the molt ſanguine, 
dared to hope or expect. Though there were ſo 
many men and women on board who had never 
before ſeen the ſea, and ſome of them perſons of 
delicate corift:rutions, yet they failed over the 
diftarice of 34 degrees of latitude without ſuffer- 
ing a ſingle complaint but common ſea-ſickneſs: 
they paſſed through the torrid zone without en- 
during ſo much heat as we frequently feel in ſum- 
mer; the thermometer being never but one day 
at 77, and in croſſing the line it was only 75“. 
Not a day of foul weather had they experienced, 
nor ſcarcely an oppoſing breeze; nor was the ſea 
at any time ſo rough but that they might have 
been ſafe on it in their long boat. This, we be- 
lieve, :s an inſtance fingular in its kind, and 


which, we hope, we may, without being deemed 


enthuſiaſtic, interpret as a token of the good hand 
of our God over them for good. 

From the letter of the whole body of Miſſion- 
aries to the Directors, and from the concurrent 
teſtimony of individuals, it appears that love and 
harmony prevailed amongſt them; and from the 
details, ſelected by one of our Committees from 
the diſpatches, and publiſhed by our order in this 
month's Evangelical Magazine, that our brethren 
might be. acquainted, as ſoon as poſſible, with. 

the 
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the moſt intereſting particulars of the glad tidings 
we had received, it may evidently be inferred that 
they had been careful to maintain a fervent devo- 
tional ſpirit. They lived together like an houſe. 
hold of faith; revering the Captain as their father, 
and dining in ſucceſſion at his table. We will, 
therefore, cloſe this part of our narrative by fay- 
ing, that, from every thing we have heard and 
ſeen, it is our opinion that the Miſſionaries we 
have ſent out are wiſe, ſerious, and well qualified 
for the work, and that never was man betier cal- 
culated for his office than Captain Wilſon, We 
may, therefore, comfortably: and confidently re- 
pole on his and their diſcretion, perſuaded that 
they will take the moſt judicious and adviſable 
ſteps, and that, to the beſt of their ability, they 
will be-faithful to their God, and conſequently to 
the important truſt committed to their care. 

No ſooner was this firſt Miſſion diſpatched than, 
in purſuance of the farther intentions of tue So- 
ciety, we endeavoured to obtain every informa- 
tion reſpecting Africa, and to procure proper per- 
+ ſons to attempt to carry the glad ridings of ſalva- 
tion to that much-injured and long neglected 
quarter of the globe : for which intelligence we 
refer to the Addreſs we inſerted in the Evangeh- 
cal Magazine for December laſt. Other particu- 
lars may be known by conſulting the Memoir on 
an African Miſſion, publithed by one of our bre— 
thren for the benefit of the Society. 

The country of the Foulahs we deemed the pro- 
pereſt ſpot for our firſt effiy in that part of the 
world. Irs vicinity to the colony of Sterra Leone, 
whoſe Directors and principal ſervants are friendly 
to our Inſtitution, and defirous of rendering us 
every aſſiſtance in their power; the offer of the 
King of that country to encourage European ſet- 
tlers, with a vicw to cultivation; the gentle diſ- 
poſition of the natives, their knowledge of ſeveral 
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arts, and their general attention to reading; the 
ſuperior temperature and healthineſs of the cli- 
mate, compared with that on the fea coaſt; the 

pulouſneſs of their towns, particularly of Teem- 
=; the capital, which contains about ſeven thou- 
ſand inhabitants; and the probability of a com- 
munication with this city and the far more exren- 
five towns in the interior; afforded a favourable 
proſpect for entering on miſſionary operations. 
That country has indeed ſince fallen into a ſtate 
ef diſturbance, which we hope will ſoon be ap- 
peaſed ; and though this circumſtance ſhould for 
a ſhort time defer our entrance, we truſt it will 
never defeit our defign, nor delay our arrange- 
ments. Were we even ready, the ſeaſon would 
not permit our going till Auguſt next. But 
Governor Macauley f{uppoſes a few Miſſionaries 
might be well employed at Freetown and its en- 
virons, till the path to the Foulah country ſhould 
be opened. And one of our brethren has lately 
reccived a letter from ſome of the Blacks at Sierra 
Leone, informing him that they have juſt erected 
a new Chapel, and wiſhing to be favoured with 
ſome gracious petſon to miniſter among them. 
If, therefore, two or three Miſſionaries were ſta- 
tioned there, they might he ready for any ſervice 
in the interior which might offcr, 

The Cape of Good Hope, however, indepen- 
dent of the greater congeniality of the climate to 
European Conltitutions, appears at preſent among 
the molt promiſing of our openings. An im- 
menſe country borders upon it ; and the manu- 
ſcript journal of Van Reynan, which has been 
read to us, affords ſome pleating prolpects of ac- 
ceſs, without much difficulty, to a people who 
would welcome our Miſſiongries. And a kind 
friend, who has already diſtingu. ſhed himſelf by 
his liberality, has obliꝑ ingly affured one of our 
brethren, that whenever his thips fail to the Cape, 

7 they 
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they ſhall convey our Miſſionaries thither, or to 
any place near it, where a week's fail on purpoſe 
would carry them. 5 

Though the perſons who have offered for the 
African Miſſions are not ſo numerous as before, 
they will afford us a ſufficiency to commence the 
attempt in one, or both, of the places mentioned. 
Four are already accepted, and two perſons from 
the Edinburgh Miffionary Society are ready to 
Join them. It remains, therefore, that with re- 
newed activity we preſs forward in this ſervice, as: 
ſpeedily as is conſiſtent with prudence. Our funds, 
we truſt, will be fo augmented, by the liberal ſup- 
plies of our friends, as to enable us immediately 
ro Soy ; and we doubt not but they will like- 
wiſe be found equal to any other miſſion you may 
be diſpoſed to undertake. 

We may, ſurely, reckon it among the moſt en- 
couraging circumſtances attending our Society, 
that it hath met ſuch warm approbation through- 
out the Chriſtian world. But while we thank- 
fully conſider this as a token for good, let us not 
forget the obligations we owe to God our Saviour, 
for making our Inſtitution, founded amidſt many 
fears and infirmities, the means of exciting ſuch 
a ſpirit of zeal in the breaſts of his people, of 
every denomination, and in almoſt every country. 

Our brethren in Scotland, who have joined us 
as Members, have manifeſted the nobleſt libera- 
lity in forwarding the great objects of our Aſſo- 
ciation; and where ſeparate Societies have been 
formed for Miſſionary purpoſes, both at Edinburgh 
and Glaſgow, they have correſponded with us, 
and requeſted that their Miſſionaries ſhould be 
incorporated with c urs, or conveyed by us to the 
places whither they wiſhed them ſent, they defray- 
ing a proportionate part of the expence; to which 
applications we have ſignified our entire readineſs 
to accede, 
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From Germany, and avaſt body of aſſociated 
Miniſters in Luſatia, aſſembled from all parts of 
Chriſtendom, we have received the moſt fraternal 
good wiſhes for the accompliſhment of our deſigns, 
and their great ſatisfaction in our enterprize, 
which has warmed and ftimulated them to freſh 
exertions; whilſt they cry day and night to God 
for our ſucceſs, from the Carpathian mountains to 
the ſnows of Norway. 

America, ſtirred up by your example, has 
caught the holy flame; and letters, juſt received 
from New-York, inform us, that, on the ift day 
of November laſt, a Miffionary Society was form- 
ed there on the ſame principles as our own. 
Their addreſs, which you will probably wiſh to be 
read to you, breathes the ſpint of pureft love, 
and is written in a ſtile of more than common 
animation. So that the Lord Jeſus, the great 
head of his church, ſeems to be awakening a 
ſimilar ſpirit through all places of his dominion. 

Nor can we conclude. without mentioning a 
ſcheme that is propoſed to be executed by certain 
individuals, two of whom are Members and Di- 
rectors of our own Society. 

They have expreſſed their deſire to confecrate 
themſelves and their property in endeavouring to 
propagate Chriſtianity in Bengal; and, in con- 
junction with ſome eminent ſervants of God, who 
are Miniſters in Scotland, to devote their lives and 
talents in labouring among the Heathen: - 

Though their firſt efforts to obtain permrſfion 
from the India Company have not ſucceeded, yet 
they are not in the leait diſcouraged, but intend 
to perlevere in their applications; hoping that God 
will incline the hearts of thoſe to whom their re- 
queſts will be made, to grant at length a favour- 
able anſwer. | 

Such, brethren, is the general body of infor- 
mation, which we have the happineſs ro commu- 
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nicate to you; and which cannot fail to produce 
in your hearts, as it has already produced in our 
own, abundant thankſgiving to God our Saviour, 
for his bleſſing on our paſt endeavours, and ſtrong 
encouragement to go forward; truſting ſtill in 
Him for future favours, under the moſt firm per- 
ſuaſion that the time is faſt approaching, when 
& all people, languages, and nations ſhall ſerve Him; 
that His dominion is an everlaſting dominion, which 
ſhall not paſs away, and His kingdom that which ſhall

SERMON I. 


MARK, XIV. 6. 


And Fefus ſaid, let her alone, why trouble ye ber? ſhe 
hath wrought a good work on me. 


Dearry beloved, my preſent ſtation very for- 
cibly brings to my recollection a query, which was 
propoſed by an eminent Miniſter in a ſimilar ſitu- 
ation, at your laſt annnual meeting, Where is 
the oldeſt—where is the wiſeſt—where is the holieſt 
of Miniſters, who, at this moment, ſtanding upon 
this eminence would be proof againſt fear and 
trembling ?” If this queſtion might be aſked, re- 
ſpecting the oldeſt, the wiſeſt, the holieſt of Miniſ- 
ters, what might be ſaid of one, who 1s not very 
old, far from being the wiſeſt, fartheſt of all from 
being the holieſt of. Miniſters ? I flatter myſelf this 
numerous, reſpectable auditory will indulge me in 
one ſentence—May God Almighty help me ! 

I would nat reproach the Miſhonary ſubject, by 
ſaying it is exhauſted — No, it never will be—it 
will afford freſh matter for contemplation, wonder, 
praiſe,-and thaakſgiving for ever. Much has been 


ſaid, and ſaid well, both upon the importance of 


the cauſe, and alſo with a view to ſtimulate the 


hearts of many to unite therein. Many authori- 
ties, 
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ties, both human and divine have been quoted; 
and illuſtrious examples of love, zeal, and acti- 
vity brought forward, highly deſerving of regard. 
Heroes for Chriſt, and his intereſt in the earth, 
have with great propriety, been ſelected, and ex- 
hibited to public view ; ſuffer a ſtranger to intro- 
duce a heroeſs *, whoſe conduct deferves the higheſt 
encomium, and cloſeſt imitation of all. The paſ- 
ſage before us does not refer to an ornamented 
fiction, but to an artleſs narrative of a real fact. 
The ſacred hiſtorian informs us, that a few days 
before the Jewiſh paſſover, Jeſus Chriſt went up to 
Jeruſalem, and as his time was always filled up in 
the beſt works, and for the nobleſt purpoſes, he 
taught in the temple by day, where his word was as 
the falling rain upon the new mown graſs ; and in 
the evening retired from the hurry and buſtle of the 
city to a village, at a little diſtance, called Bethany, 
where he repoſed, as every good man would wiſh 
to do, under the roof where a godly family dwelt. 
Mary appears to be one of the principal perſonages 
there, and took the opportunity, whilſt her Lord 
fat at meat, to execute a plan, previouſly concert- 
ed in her own heart, to ſhew her high eſteem for 
the illuſtrious viſttant; and to do that which might 
be emblematieal of the ſweet ſavour of his name 
to the ends of the earth. According to her laud- 
able deſign, ſhe brought a box of very precious 
ointment,- and poured it on his head. Ah, ſay 
fome, there is one inſtance of your ſacred contra- 
ditions, another of your evangeliſts ſays ſhe poured 
it on his feet +, how are we to reconcile them?“ 
Very eaſily ; it is not in the leaſt improbable, as 
the act was figurative of the burial of his whole

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body *, that ſhe anointed both; and therefore, 
although one mention his feet, and the other his 
head, yet there is no contradiction. 

The paſſage informs us, that ſome preſent had 
indignation againſt the woman's extravagance 
hence the Lord Jeſus, the advocate of his people, 
takes up her cauſe, and ſharply rebukes her adver- 
faries in the words of our text, And Jeſus ſaid, 
let her alone, why trouble ye her ? ſhe hath wrought 
a good work on me.“ It cannot with any propriety 
be ſaid, this verſe refers to a trifling, or infignifi- 
cant work ; no, it is mentioned with peculiar em- 
phaſis four times by three evangeliſts +; and, al- 
though it be doubtful whether that inſtance re- 
corded in the ſeventh chapter of Luke's Goſpel, 
refer to the ſame woman at the time of her conver. 
ſion, that being at a different time and place, yet it 
is evident the above four paſſages all ſpeak of the 
ſame woman and the ſame act; and the great Judge 
of all hearts, as well as of works, put ſuch a value 
upon what ſhe had done, that he declared ſhe had 
done what ſhe could, and that whereſoever this 
Goſpel ſhould be preached throughout the whole 
world, this alſo that ſhe hath done ſhall be ſpoken 
of for a memorial of her f. Re 

We preſume not to ſay, that this text is the 
moſt pertinent of all others upon the preſent oeca- 
ſion ; yet, it is hoped, it will appear in the ſequel, 
not ſo foreign to the ſubject of our Miſſionary 
meeting as ſome might imagine. The deſign in 
bringing it forward is, to urge the force of an 
amiable example of love and zeal in the weaker 
ſex, to animate all our hearts in the work before 
us, O that I might be ſo happy as to advance any

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thing upon the ſubject, which might give this ſer- 
mon a right to the title of Mary's Memorial 

With a view, in ſome ſmall degree, to accom- 
pliſh this end, there are four things included in the 
text to which we mult attend : 

I. The probable motives. 

II. A few obvious circumſtanees which attended 
this good work. 

III. The object upon whom it terminated - 

IV. The teſtimony of the impartial infallible 
Judge, /he hath wr yh a good work on me. | 

The firſt thing then to be conſidered in the order 
is, the probable motives of this good work. I call 
them probable, not becauſe they are altogether 
doubtful, but becauſe they are not expreſſed, and 
we ſhould always ſpeak cautiouſly where there is 
not ſufficient authority to be po tive: However, let 
it be remembered by all there is one thing, which, 
in every age, in every nation, in every individual, 
is eſſential to a good work in the ſenſe of our text, 
viz. a new heart. That Mary was bleſt with this 
beſt of bleſſings we have ſufficient reaſon to conclude 
from what Jeſus ſaid of her in an another place, 
„One thing is needful, and Mary hath choſen that 
good part which ſhall not be taken away from 
her.“. All men, in a ſtate of natural depravity, 
ſeek themſelves in all they do; all their benevolence 
Vall their devotion—all their charity—all is direct- 
ed to this end, that men may admire and extol 
them. Eliſha muſt heal the ſprings near Jericho, 
by caſting in ſalt 4, or the ſtreams would never be 
ſalutary. The ſame Prophet muſt miraculouſly 
counteract the poiſonous quality of the wild gourds, 
inadvertently caſt into the young pupils proviſions}, 
before the meſs will be wholeſome. $So Jeſus

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Chriſt, by the power of his ſpirit, muſt regenerate 
the fallen ſoul of man, befote good works, in the 
beſt ſenſe, can poſſibly be done. For this aſſertion 
we have the higheſt authority poſſible in thoſe words 
of our Lord, © Either make the tree good, and 
his fruit good, or elſe make the tree corrupt, and 
his fruit corrupt; for the tree is known by his 
fruit *.” And again, © It is God which worketh 
in you, both to will and to do, of his good plea- 
ſure 4.” 
| 2. The ſecond probable motive of the good 
work ſpoken of in the text is love, that native of 
the celeſtial world, which is like the impulſive 
cauſe of all mechanical motion; love, that tender 
exotic, ſo little known in this dark diſordered 
world, moved all the powers of Mary's expanded. 
ſoul in this good work. The ſtrength and effects 
of this paſſion are incredible! What is too hard 
for love to do or endure, for the beloved object ? 
Scarce any thing. The prevalence of love, when 
it is only carnal, is truly admirable ! See its {trength 
made evident in the conduct of Sampſon , Jacob |}, 
and many others, who ſeemed to make little ac- 
count even of their lives, if they might but gain 
the objects of their wiſhes. Behold, my friends, 
what the love of God to finful men has produced!“ 
At this cauſe, with its effects, all the angels in the 
upper world ſtand aſtoniſhed ! It cauſed him to 
give his only, his dearly beloved Son to die for 
them. God ſo loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whoſoever believeth in 
him ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſting life 5.“ 
If we contemplate the ſtrength of love, as mani- 
feſted in the life and death of the glorious Mediator, 
here we behold it literally ſtronger than death, and 
that many waters could not quench, nor floods drown

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it ®, If we turn our attention to its force, as abun- 
dantly evident in the conduct of many of his fol- 
lowers, here we are put to the conſcious bluſh for 
our lukewarm frame, whilſt we behold them doing 
and enduring all that God had enjoined, or that 
men and devils could inflit, even to racks and 
fires, from this nobleſt of all motives, love. It is 
ſaid of Mary, Zeſus loved her; *tis more than 
probable ſhe loved him with a pure ſpiritual love, 
and in this good work made it manifeſt to all 
around. Love to Jeſus, is the fire of heaven—the 
ſalt of the earth the nobleſt ſpring of action the 
faireſt feature of Deity which can be tranſcribed 
on rhe regenerate {oul ! Without love, what is zeal 
but wild-fire ; devotion only ſplendid hypocriſy. 
My dear hearers, it is owing to a deficiency in this, 
that the Heathen world has been ſo long, and ſo 
ſhamefully neglected, by thoſe called Chriſtians. 

3. Once more, gratitude was a motive, not leſs 
probable in Mary's good work than the foregoing. 
If any aſk, what gratitude is? my anſwer ſhould be, 
it is a pleaſing ſenſation of the mind, excited by 
the ſoul being preſſed with an inexpreſſible ſenſe of 
high obligation to an object, for tavours received. 
Mary knew Chriſt, for what end he was come into 
this lower world ; ſhe knew what he had done, 
and what he would do for .her. How ſhall ſhe 
ſhew her thankful ſenſe of benefits and bleſſings ſo 
great, ſo undeſerved? Like Abigail, laying her 
preſent at David's feet, ſhe brings forth the beſt 
ſhe had in this world, and, with her whole heart, 
beſtowed it upon him whom her ſoul loved, and 
to whom ſhe had ſuch tranſcendent obligations. 
Do any aſk, what has Chriſt done? John, the 
beloved follower of his divine Maſter, ſays, He 
hath loved us, and waſhed us from our fins in his

own 
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own blood, and hath made us kings and prieſts 
unto God and his father; te him be glory and do- 
minion for ever and ever *.” If we afk Paul, what 
has Chriſt done? His anſwer is, Chriſt died for 
our fins according to the Scriptures f. “ Chriſt 
hath redeemed us from the curſe of the law, 
being made a Curſe for usf. —“ In him we have 
redemption through his blood, the forgiveneſs of 
ſins according to the riches of his grace $.”—*< He 
hath delivered us from the wrath to come ||.” 
Peter's teſtimony of Chriſt exactly correſponds 
with that of his brethren Paul and John: Who 
his ownſelf bare our ſins in his own body on the 
tree.— For Chriſt alſo hath once ſuffered for ſins, 
the juſt for the unjuſt, that he might bring us to 
God **.” What can Miniſters do? What can 
contributors, what can Miſſionaries do? What 
can any, or what can all do for Chriſt, in compa- 
riſon of what he has done in living and dying for 
ſinners? Almoſt nothing! May God pardon the 
deficiencies of our belt efforts to make adequate 
returns for favours fo inconceivably great ! 

II. We come, in the ſecond place, according to 
the method propoſed, to take notice of a few ob- 
vious circumſtances which attended this good 
work. The firſt that juſtly claims our regard is, 
it was public. When one of the great Jewiſh ru- 
lers, called Nicodemus, was inclined to have a 
little private converſation with Chriſt, he was too 
timid to be ſeen with him by day, but choſe the 
curtain of darkneſs for a covering to ſcreen him 
from the eye, and ſhelter him from the afperſions 
which might be caſt upon him by bis brethren in 
office”. Many are at this day under the dominion 
of the ſame paſſion ; they fear the ſcoffs of their

connexions 
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connexions more than the threatenings of God. 

Mary comes openly, neither afraid nor aſhamed of 
being both ſeen and known in what ſhe did ; and 
her courage is the more exemplary for the follow. 
ing reaſons :—The world, at that time in particu- 
lar, was loading Chriſt and his followers with all 
manner of reproaches ; he was desmed a ſeditious 
ſchiſmatic, a vagabond, and companion of the vileſt 
characters, nay worſe, confederate with devils, 
and not fit to live. The. glorious Sun of Righte- 
ouſneſs had almoſt paſſed, through a cloudy day, 
and was juſt ſinking under the gloomy horizon of 
an ignominious death! See the female champion, 
unmoved by all this, preſents herſelf in the midſt 
of the company, opens her box, and pours forth 
the precious contents, as if ſhe had faid, * Let all 
fee, let all the world know my indiſſoluble attach- 
ment to him, whom the world deſpiſes and hates.“ 
Have any of you, my friends, been aſhamed of 
being active in promoting the miſſionary buſineſs ? 


Be aſhamed of your ſhame, and, from this day, 


caſt away your cowardice, and confider \ it as a pe- 
culiar honour to appear the zealous ſupporters of a 
cauſe ſo glorious. 

2. Another obvious circumſtance which attend- 
ed the good work alluded to in our text is, it was 
liberal, nay, profuſe. The paſſage tells us the 
ointment was very co//ly ®. I truſt you will excuſe 
me for not giving you a particular defcription of 
all the articles which conſtituted the odoriferous 
compoſition : let us, for the preſent, be content 
with Judas's eſtimate ; he ſaid, „It might have 


The uſual way of calcula'ing the value o different 
coins gives the Romiſh penny at rather, more than 
ſeven pence halfpenny ſterling ; according to chis

calculation, 
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calculation, the ointment was wotth near -ten 
pounds, perhaps a conſiderable part of her pecu- 
lium, and as much or more for her to give, than 
if ſome rich Jew had given ten thouſand guineas. 
She did not ſay, as too many do, Let me ſee 
myſelt ſerved firſt; which is in fact to ſay, Let 
me die, and then I ſhall be liberal; let me but go 
out of the world, and TI ſhall leave all behind me.” 
Ah, my friends ! the world is often more indebted 
to death than to the donor for liberating hoarded 
property. If the owner were to live for ever, ſo 
long would his gold be detained cloſe priſoner 
under bolts and bars. Let Mary's liberality ſerve 
as an example to ſtimulate both ſexes to a noble 
imitatzon, when the intereſt of Chriſt calls for a 
part of what you poſſeſs in this world. 8 
3. A third circumſtance, not leſs obvious, nor 
leſs important than the former, is, this good work 
was performed in due lime. Had Mary brought 
her box when Chriſt had got into heaven, though 
it had been ten times the value, it would not have 
availed—ſhe would have loſt all. Many good 
works loſe nine-tenths of their value by being too 
late. The apoſtolic rule is, © That thoſe who 
have believed in God might be careful to maintain 


good works *.” Critics frequently render it, to 


£0 before in good works. We have but too few, 
bur here is one inftance—Mary goes before, or 1s 
in due time in her labour of love. When the 
Jews were returned from the Babyloniſh captivity, 
and began to build the houſe of the Lord, ſeveral 
events occurred by which they were much diſcou- 
raged, and let the work ceaſe, concluding 7he time 
was not come. Hear how the Lord expoſtulates 
with them, © Is it time for you, O ye! to dwell 
in your cieled houſes, and this houſe lie waſte f?“ 
„Titus, iii. 8, + Hag. i. 4. 
: I do 
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I do but remember one great good work which 
was reſolved upon too ſoon, and that is, David's 
purpoſe to build the temple.* ; but for this ſingle 
inſtance, which might be called premature, many 
noble ſchemes have been rendered abortive, by let- 
ting the opportunity paſs away diſregarded. Ihe 
great object of the preſent meeting, viz. ſending 
Miſſionaries to different parts of the ſtill benighted 
regions of the heathen world, may be conſidered 
by ſome as too precipitate, and KG Og AE be- 
fore the time. It is never too ſoon to do a great 
and good work, if it may be done. Efforis to 
propagate the Goſpel, and promote the ſalvation 
of ſmners ought never to have been laid aſide. 
Had they been continued from age to age, as the 
light once ſhone in different parts both of, Aſia and 
Africa, how eaſily might it have been carried 10 
the remoteſt corners of thoſe vaſt regions. By 
theſe means the diſcouraging obſtacles of the pre- 
ſent period would have been either wholly pre- 
vented, or abundantly fewer and leſs formidable 
than they now are: however, if our predeceſſors 
fell aſleep on the world's lap, their, blameable in- 
difference forms no excuſe for negligence being 
continued; but rather calls, loudiy calls, for all 
rational exertions to retrieve loſt opportunities ſo 


far as poſſible. | 1

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counting over his gold, and' feaſting his eyes by 
gazing upon it? Or, could we imagine that it is 
given for the dreadful purpoſe of facilitating the 
poor wretch in his mad career to eternal deſtruc- 
tion, by furniſhing him with means and money to 

ratify his luſts, and bring ſwifter'ruin upon both 
body and ſoul? Oh no! God gives the good 
things of this world for the nobleſt ends, and thoſe 
ends are ſpecified both in the Old and New Teſta- 
ments: Honour the Lord with thy ſubſtance, 
and with the firſt fruits of all thine increaſe*.” — 
And ] fay unto you, make to yourſelves friends of 
the mammon of unrighteouſneſs, that when ye fail, 
they may receive you into everlaſting habitati- 
ons f. Are there any aged ladies preſent who 
have got property, and ſcarce know where or upon 
whom to beſtow it? Here is an open door; be 
your own executrixes ; like Mary, lay it out for 
the honour of Chriſt, and he will take care to re- 
pay you a hundred fold. This is a Bank which 
never fails—no cauſe of fear for either intereſt or 
principal. g 

III. This ſhall bring us to the third general pro- 
pofition, which was to conſider the object upon 
whom this good work terminated, upon which our 
text is very expreſs, She hath wrought a yood work 
on me. Too many religious and generous acts ter- 
minate in felf, and the end they are intended to an- 
ſwer is, to gain a little of that airy bubble, the 
honour that cometh of men. No ſtream can poſ- 
ſihly tiſe higher than its fource. Whilſt Paul was 
an enemy to Jeſus Chriſt, all his phariſaical good- 
neſs, his burning zeal, and fervent devotion cen- 
tred in himſelf f. He was one of thoſe ſelt-ſeeking 
Jews ſpoken of by the prophet, who- “ ſacrificed 
to their own net, and burnt incenſe to their own

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drag“. Proud and puffed up with a vain idea of 
their own. goodneſs, - and great atchievements. 
What can be a greater reproach than chat charge 
brought againſt thoſe. who ought ro have made 
God's honour the end of all their actions in a pe- 
culiar way, as they were peculiarly favoured with 
divine light—*< Iſraelis an empty vine; he bring- 
eth forth fruit unto himſelf 1 Self begins, and 
ſelf cloſes. The Jews were both zealous and la- 
borious in their attempts to make proſelytes; but, 
alas! their object was inſignificant—it appears to 
be nothing further or greater than augmenting 
their own party. They are repreſented as graſping 
at the whole world for worſe than nothing Wo 
unte you, ſcribes and phariſees, hypocrites; for 
ye compaſs ſea and land to make one proſelyte, 
and when he is made, ye make him two-fold more 
the child vf hell than yourſelves l. Mean, piti- 
ful, miſerable exertions when the object in view is 
only to increafe a. party. If this were the end of 
the miſſionary buſineſs, no judicious man would 
move one ſtep; but we know it is not; we are 
glad, we rejoice that no ſhackles are ſent out with 
thoſe Who are gone; no injunctions that the con- 
verted Heathens ſhall worſhip God by a ſtated 
form, nor any commands that they ſhalt uſe no 
forms; but the whole is left to God, and the 
judgment of thoſe who may labour amongſt them. 
Remember. Mary's object—it was to make Chriſt 
a · fet ſmelling favour; and as ſhe is ſaid to 
anoint him for | his burial, it is probabje- that ſhe 
intended it to ſignify that even in the grave his 

bedy-ſhould breathe a ſweet odour, without ſeeing 
e taint of corruption. Here leatn the true 
and laudable object of all well- intended Miſſions; 
via. to make known to a periſhing world the effi-

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cacy and glory of the facrifice and reſurrection of 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the very ſame which Paul 
had in view when he went forth into the dark re- 
gions of the Gentile nations, as will abun 
appear from the following ' paſſages : 4 For we 
preach not ourſelves, but Chriſt Jeſus the Lord, 
and ourſelves your ſervants for Jeſus* fake “.“ 
% For L determined not to know any thing among 
you but Jeſus Chriſt, and him crucified 4.“ — 
„Now ethanks be unto God, which always caufeth 
us to triumph in Chriſt, and maketh manifeſt the 
favour of his knowledge by us in every place 1.“ 
Ik this doctrine, the doctrine of the croſs, be 
overlooked, or treated in a ſuperficial manner, as 
a fubje&t by the by, all preaching is in vain. If 
men were civilized, nay, if the phraſe may be ad- 
mitted, if they were moralized alſo, yet, whilft 
they remain ſtrangers to Mary's Lord, they are 
ſtill expoſed to everlaſting deſtruction! He that 
believeth not is condemned already &. © 
2. Again. Actions terminate on Jeſus' Chriſt, 
though mediately, when they are calculated to in- 
creaſe his family, and, of courſe, the univerſal fa- 
erifice of praĩſe and thankſgiving which ought 
daily to be preſented unto him. The prophetic 
pen informs us, Daily ſhall he be praiſed; and 
if any aſk, by whom ? the ſame author tells us, 
« All nations'ſhall call him bleſſed ||.” Surety the 
time is coming, when the glorious Mediator ſhall 
thus be praiſed ; when a multitude, innumerable 
as the drops of morning dew, ſhall agree to mag- 
nify his name together; when the South- Sea 
Hands,” Aſia, Africa, Weſt Indies, Greenland, 
with all the intermediate iſlands and continents, 
ſhall ſtreteh forth their hands, and, with joyful ac-

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clamations, lift up their voices to him whom Mary 
anointed, and ſhall be as glad, and as ready to 
ſhew forth their high approbation of him as ſhe 
was'; when tears of joy and hymns of praiſe ſhall 
be viſible and audible round the whole habitable 
globe. Think, O my friends! what ſhall be the 
glorious iſſue of this univerſal ingathering of ſin- 
ners to Chriſt ! If this were the ſtate of the world 
at this moment, it would be but as a prelude, as 
the dawning of the day of glory, when all the fa- 
mily of the living God“ ſhall be gathered together 
in one *,” and all uniting in that grand chorus 
which John heard, and left on record to animate 
our hearts whilſt paſſing through this vale of tears 
—< And they ſung a new ſong, ſaying, Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and to open the ſeals 
thereof; for thou waſt ſlain, and haſt redeemed 
us to God by thy blood, out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation ; and haſt made 
us unto our God kings and prieſts f.“ Well 
might all join in the general acclamation, and with 
loudeſt voices ſhout, ** Worthy is the Lamb that 
was flain to receive power, and riches, and wiſ- 


dom, and ſtrength, and honour, and glory, and 
, blefling f.“ Let all who are engaged in the mo- 
mentous buſineſs before this meeting go on in the 


name of God, and thus let your good work ter- 
minate in the glory of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
IV. This ſhall bring us to the fourth and laſt 
propoſition, which is, to take a little notice of the 
impartial and infallible Judge who ſpeaks in our 
text. It gives me pleaſure to ſay, the Judge is im- 
partial and infallible, and that he is ſuch, all muſt 
admit who believe revelation. An earthly judge 
may be impartial, but not infallible ; nor does tile 
latter unavoidably ſecure the former; but in

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Mary's Judge, the Judge of the whole earth, both 
meet, and for ever abide, No doubt there were 
various , ſentiments concerning this good work: 
ſome might imagine Mary was a hypocrite, mak- 
ing a great ſhow of love with very little ſincerity ; 
others might hope ſhe was a good woman, meant 
well, had a fervent regard for Chriſt, &c. ; but 
why ſo extravagant? If ſhe; choſe to ſnew. her 
love, might not even a twopenny box have anſwer- 
ed the fame end? Judas ſpeaks out, Why was 
this waſte of the ointment made?“ Had he ſpoke 
the ſentiments of his heart, his language would 
have been, Oh that it had but come to the bag, 
how it would have helped the poor, yes, and it 
would have paſſed through my hands alſo; but 
here all is loſt!” Nor that be cared for the poor; 
but, like many who cry.“ The poor, the poor,“ 
when it is nothing more than a plauſible excuſe for 
retaining what they ſhould give up. In the midſt 
of theſe cenſures and conjectures, the judge, the 
impartial Judge ſpeaks, Ceaſe your reflections 
let all your murmurings die—** Why trouble ye 
her? She hath wrought a good work on me.“ 
He ſees all motives, and will pronounce jult judg- 
ment in all caſes, temporal or ſpiritual between 
man and man, or between man and God. This 
is well on various accounts, eſpecially two, upon 
each of which I would beg leave a moment to 
dwell. Firſt, It is well, becauſe there are ſo many 
bad actions in this world which, at firit light, ap- 
pear good, by which men of great penetration have 
been deceived. . It appeared very plauſible when 
Saul faid he and the people had ſpared the belt. of 
the Amalekites cattle in. order to ſupply God's 
altar with the richeſt ſacrifices * ; but the truth 
was, his covetous heart would not fuffer him to

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| bbey God, but led him to ſpare the ſpoil that he 


might feaſt and enrich himſelf. When Jezebel aſ- 
ſamed an air of great piety and devotion, pro- 
claiming a ſolemn faſt, no doubt pretending that 
ſome national calamity called for it, it might ap- 
pear a great good work; but poor Naboth's blood 
and vineyard were the objects which ſhe had in view. 
It would no doubt appear a good work, in the eſteem 
of many, when the Jews were ſo zealous and ac- 
tive in JO and cutting off the Lord of 
glory ; for it was pretended the law, their religion, 
the temple, the very nation would be loſt *®, if he 
were ſuffered to live: but God ſaw their envy and 
unbelief were the cauſes of what they did. The 
ſame might be ſaid reſpecting all the bloody perſe- 


cutions which have taken place; the work appeared 


ſo good and ſo neceſſary, :hat multitudes magnified 
thoſe meaſures and thoſe men who cauſed the 
blood of martyrs to flow like rivers! All has been 
done under the pretext of ſerving the intereſt of 
the religion of the day; but he who ſat as Judge 
in Mary's cauſe, ſitteth in the higheſt heavens, 
viewing, and forming a righteous judgment upon 
every man's works and motives. Again, what 
mans religious conduct could appear, more ami- 
able, at firſt ſight, than that of Simon Magus 
when he heard Philip, profeſſed to believe, and 
was baptized, continuing for ſome time to aſſoci- 
ate with the ſaints in Chriſtian ordinances, as 
though he had been a new man ; but all the while 
he was in the *© gall of bitterneſs and bond of ini- 
quity f.. One inſtance more belongiug to this 
claſs ought not to be forgotten. What could be 
more honourable or pleaſing than to ſee ſome of 
the pretended converts from amongſt the Jews zea-, 
louſly ſtand forward, as though they would aſſiſt

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Paul in preaching the Lord Jeſus, but when the 
maſk was taken off, it appeared they had no other 
deſign in what they did but to exaſperate the go- 
vernment, and ſo add affliction to. Paul's: bonds. *. 
Many have done evil that good might come, but 
here is one inſtance of men apparently doing good 
that evil might come. How neceſſary that there 
ſhould be a Judge who is able to ſift works and 
motives to the bottom. 
2. This neceſſity will appear Kill greater, by 
conſidering in the next place, how many good 
actions have appeared the very reverſe in the eyes 
of ſpectators. The judgment formed upon Mary's 
good work, by ſome of the company, may ſerve 
as one ſtriking inſtance ; a few others! may be 
mentioned, and a very few, in comperias of che 
whole, muſt ſuffice. 1 Slod 
When the Hebrew Lawgiver led. the choſen 
tribes out of Egyptian miſery, he had the expreſs 
command of God for what he did , and was 
doing a work eminently good, as he was conduct- 
ing the people out of bondage into a land of li- 
berty and plenty; yet, not only che Egyptians, 
but the very people who were to reap the advan- 
tages of the deliverance, ſo far misjudged of bis 
conduct, that they not only exclaimed againſt, 
but were ready to ſtone him, as one who had al- 
moſt accompliſhed. their ruin f! When we think 
of Elijah, the Tiſhbite's prayer, that there might 
be no rain for three years and ſix months, we are 
almoſt tempted to excuſe Ahab, for ſeeking his 
life. Thouſands at the time would be crying out 
againſt him, as one who troubled Iſrael, and was 
unworthy of exiſtence; yet it was a good work, 
enjoined and rewarded by the Lord of hoſts .

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Who ever left their native habitations, the plea- 
ſures of rural life, the careſſes of fond parents, 
and went forth to the wilderneſs and the camp, 
fof works more honourable than both Joſeph and 
David; yet their brethren, who of all others 
ſhould have been moſt ready to put a favourable 
conſtruction upon what they did, miſconceiving 
both of their purpoſes and motives, treated them 
with ſcurrility and cruelty *# When the Prophet 
Jeremiah laboured to perſuade Zedekiah to give 
up the city to the Babylonians, as the only expe- 
dient to ſave it from the flames, and his family 
from death; with what violence and fury did the 
great officers and princes riſe up againſt him, pro- 
teſting he was a traitor—had favoured the enemy 
—and weakened the hands of the men of the 
city, &c. They, therefore, earneſtly beſought 
his Majeſty that he would fuffer that man to be 
put to death, Yet his work was a good work, 
commanded, highly approved, and publicly re- 
warded by that God who ſeeth, and judgeth 
righteous judgment. 

We need add no more, than juſt to glance at 
the exemplary conduct of the Apoſtles and fol- 
lowers of Jeſus Chriſt, and the judgment which 
the world in general formed upon them. They 
ſacrificed every thing near and dear in life; they 
expoſed themſelves to all manner of hardſhips ; 
they endured moſt grievous ſufferings ; they walk- 
ed by the ſtricteſt rules of morality —inceſſant in 
labours of love 1, and all from pureſt motives, and 
to gain the nobleſt ends, even to bring ſinners to 
God, that they might be happy with him for ever 
in the regions of glory &; yet they were maligned, 
they were abuſed, they were repreſented as peſts,

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to ſociety, the troublers of the world, and the 
deſtroyers of all national and domeſtic peace and 
happineſs wherever they came *. But he who ſaw, 
and was inſtantly ready to plead Mary's cauſe 
againſt her enemies, has been watching over, and 


highly approving of their work as good in his 


fight. After all theſe inſtances, and many more 
which might be named, wonder not if there be a 
variety of conjectures, and ſome perhaps not the 
moſt charitable, reſpecting your ſending Miſſion- 


aries to the dark regions, where Jeſus Chriſt is 


unknown. Some may judge you fincere, but pity 


your weakneſs ; others may aſcribe it to your 


pride and vanity, declaring it all a whim—enthu- 
ſiaſtic zeal—a work for which you have no divine 
authority, &c. Care not for any, or all of theſe 
reflect ions. Your Judge liveth, and, we truſt, as 
he is perfectly acquainted with your work, ſo he 
will, in due time, fay of it, © Ye have wrought a 
good work for me.” BEE | 

As I would not be over tedious, ſhall haſten to 
a clofe, by dropping a few reflections which ariſe 
from the whole. 1 am now ſpeaking to well- 
wiſhers, - contributors, directors, and miſſionaries 
alſo. Suffer me, in the name' of the Lord, to 
intreat all, look well to your motives; you ſee it 
is love to Chriſt, more than the ointment, which 
makes the work good and honourable. Dread 
ſelf-ſeeking as a deadly enemy, which will taiut and 
ſpoil the whole +. Whilſt your motives are pure 
in directing and ſuperintending a great and good 
work, you will enjoy conſcious peace in your own 
breaſts, although adverſaries may calumniate, and 
perhaps ſay, Ah, theſe Directors have a very 
pretty poſt, it affords good eating and good drink- 
ing.” I was glad to hear one of your number 


Acts, xvii. 6. + Matth. vi. 2—6. 
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declare, but laſt night, in a public meeting, That 
the Directors had never, to the preſent day, put 
the Society to a. wehe 8 ap Go on and 
proper. . 

Let all ſee Chriſt puts a high value upon ſmall 
matters done to him and his followers, when N 
and gratitude give energy to their abilities: ** A 


. cup! of cold; water ſhall not loſe its reward, *,” 


This is particularly for the encouragement of you, 
iy brethren, who have ſet your faces, and we 
truſt God has drawn your hearts, to go as Miſſion- 
aries to the idolatrous Heathens. Keep your ob- 
ject in vicw. You go to woo and win ſouls to 
Chriſt! Tread in your divine Maſter's ſte e 
it. your lot be caſt upon Afric's burning Au. 
you have to traverſe the ſultry vales or ohooched 
mountains of the torrid zone, that God who made 
both them and you, is, able to ſupport you, and 
if you gain, but one ſou], it will be a greater at- 
chievement than the conqueſt of the whole world ! 
Often reflect whoſe name, work, and glory you 
go to proclaim what is your work —whoſe ſer- 
vants you ae, and che honour which the Chief 
Shepherd will put upon thoſe who turn many, or 
any, from 4he power of Satan, unto God ei ol 
Again, we learn. from , this paſſage, that carnal 
ungodly men think all is loſt that is laid out for 
Chriſt's honour and intereſt, in the world. We 
have ſufficient cauſe 40 judge, that many of you, 
my friends, are other iſe minded. London's ge- 
neroſity is too well known.to be doubted. The 
country at large has had many pleaſing evidences 
of it, and l would beg leave to embrace the pre- 
ſent, it is very probable l may never have another 
opportunity of thanking you, for your liberality 
to many of my friends and acquaintance, eſpecial-

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ly in the county of York, in aſſiſting them to finiſh 
new erections, and to ſupport a regular Miniſtry 
among them. Thouſands are now favoured with 
ſtated worſhip, and a preached Goſpel, where they 
had no proſpect of enjoying ſuch bleſſings, had it 
not been for your help. 

Once more, and I have done. We take it for 
granted moſt of thoſe preſent are ready to ſay, the 
converſion of the Heathens is a very deſirable ob- 
jet. Think, O think, how inconſiſtent, how 
awful, how dreadful, to appear anxious for the 
converſion of infidels, and yourſelves in an un- 
converted ſtate your own ſouls in danger of ever- 
laſting perdition ! Suppoſe you ſaw a man exert- 
ing all his power to aſſiſt his neighbour, whoſe 
houſe was on fire, and at the ſame moment his 
own in flames, and his family in utmoſt hazard; 
yet, he takes no thought for them, nor makes any 
attempt for their relief. What would you think 
of him? You might commend his good will to 
his neighbour, but all would condemn his ſhame- 
ful negligence to deareſt relatives. 

May God, in rich grace and-mercy, diſpoſe 
your hearts to ſeek after him; and may he ſay to 
many nations now in darkneſs, * Ariſe, ſhine, 
for thy light is come, and the glory of the Lord 
is riſen upon thee “.“ To Father, Son, and 
eternal Spirit, be all praiſe for ever and ever.

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SERMON II. 


PHILIPPIANS, li. 14, 15, 16, 


Do all things without murmurings and diſputings : that 
ye may be blameleſs and harmleſs, the ſons of God, 
without rebuke, in the midſt of a crooked and per- 
ver ſe nation, among whom ye ſhine as lights in the 
world ; holding forth the word of life. 


SALVATION had come to Philippi, a city of 
Macedonia, through the preaching of the Goſpel 
by the Apoſtle Paul. The — record © that 
God hath given to us eternal life, and that this 
life is in his Son,” was there received as a true 
and faithful ſaying. The perſons who gladly re- 
ceived this divine teſtimony were baptized, and 
formed into a Chriſtian church. Several years 
after this period, and while he was a priſoner at 
Rome, the Apoſtle, under the direction of the 
Holy Ghoſt, wrote this affectionate epiſtle to them. 

The ſingularity of the new opinions brought 
from Judea, particularly the doctrine of ſalvation 
by the croſs; the purity of morals which the ſyſtem 
of Chriſt enjoins; the genius of that ſyſtem in its 
nature altogether hoſtile to the religion of the 
empire ;—theſe things, he well knew, would draw 
the notice, and provoke the jealouſy of their hea- 
then neighbours. The foul diſpoſitions of envy 


and of vain glory among themſelves had allo begun 
H to 
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to agitate and to injure the newly formed church. 
The diſcovery of theſe things alarmed the Apoſtleꝰs 
good mind, and arouzed all its paternal ſolicitude. 
He reaſons, he pleads, he beſeeches. © If there 
be any conſolation in Chriſt,” exclaims he with 
warmth, * if any comfort of love, if any fellowſhip 
of the Spirit, if any bowels and mercies, fulfil ye 
my joy, that ye be like-minded, having the ſame 
love, being of one accord, of one mind. Let no- 
thing be done through ſtrife or vain glory, but, in 
lowlineſs of mind, let each eſteem other better than 
themſelves.” He was deeply concerned that by none 
of them occaſion of offence ſhould be given to the 
heathen; but that, on the other hand, their con- 
duct ſhould be exemplary, winning, and, by its ſanc- 
tity, ſhould illuſtrate the purifying tendency of the 
new opinions which they had imbibed, and illuſ- 
trate the practicability and the beauty of the new 
rules of life to which they had ſubmitted :—** Do 
all things without Ang: a diſputings, 
that ye may be blameleſs and harmleſs, the ſons 
of God without rebuke, in the midſt of a crooked 
and perverſe nation, arnong whom ye ſhine as 
lights in the world, holding forth the word of life.” 

Theſe words offer to our minds two intereſtin 
topics of religious meditation. The firſt, The of 
fice or ſtation in which Chriſtians are placed : they 
are the © lights of the world in the midſt of a 
crooked and perverſe nation.” The ſecond, The 
manner in which they ſhould fulfil the duties of this 
ſtation : they are required to ſhine, by holding 
forth the word of life, and by doing all things 
without murmurings and diſputings. 

Let me beſpeak your candid and affectionate no- 
tice, while, with particular reference to the object 
on which we are aſſembled, I ſhall endeavour, in 
dependence on the only wiſe God our Saviour, to 
ſhed ſome ſcriptural light on thele topics. 

We lift up our eyes 


I. To 
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I. To the ſtation in which Chriſtians are placed, 
They are lights in the world, in the midſt of a 
crooked and p<rverſe nation.“ The men who are 
deſtitute of the Goſpel, are in a ſtate of darkneſs 
and miſery truly deplorable. They are without 
God in the world. They walk in the vanity of 
their mind. They are alienated from the life of 
God through the ignorance that is in them, becauſe 
of the bliudneſs of their heart. In regard to the 
ſpirituality of the divine nature; the ſanctity and 
the extent of God s law; the method of obtaining 
the remiſſion of fins that are paſt through his for- 
bearance; and the certainty of the world beyond 
the grave—darkneſs covers the earth, and groſs 
darkneſs the people. The few, the feeble, and the 
ſcattered rays which the reſearches of the ſtudious 
and the ſequeſtered among them, called philoſophy, 
ſhed on the human eſtate, were by nomeans powerful 
enough to diſſipate the gloom. We are taught con- 
cerning thoſe men, by an authority which could not 
err, that, profeſling themſelves to be wiſe, they 
became fools, and changed the glory of the incor- 
ruptible God into an image made like to corrupti- 
ble man, changed the truth of God into a lie, and 
worſhipped and ſerved the creature more than the 
Creator, who is blefled for ever.“ 

This degraded {tate of the human mind, in re- 

ard to religion, in the men who eighteen ages 
ago lived in Italy and in Greece, and who, at the 
ſame time, in arts and arms ſhone with unequalled 
ſplendour on the earth, is found to be the ſame at 
this advanced period of the world on the plains of 
Indoſtan, on the banks of the Gambia, and in the 
iſlands of the Southern Sea. The diſtemper, 
therefore, evidently lodges in the very nature of 
man, and ariſes not from the policy of lawgivers, 
or the ambition of prieſts, 

An ignorant is ever a crooked and perverſe na- 


tion : they are © the dark places of the earth, which 
H 2 are 
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are full of the habitations of cruelty.” It was in 
the region of darkneſs that confuſion and wild miſ- 
rule prevailed. * The earth was without form, 
and void, and darkneſs was upon the face of the 
deep.” When God created light, he immediately 
introduced order and regular ſubordination. It is 
ſo in the moral world too. When God by the 
Goſpel gives light to them that fit in darkneſs and 
in the ſhadow of death,“ he at the ſame time 
&« guides their feet into the way of peace.“ 

A © crooked nation” denotes a race of men 
whoſe hearts and conduct lie not cloſely or evenly 
with the divine rule of reCtitude, but which are 
warped this way or that way. . Sometimes the de- 
praved workings of the mind are bent outwards by 
pride, leading to the contempt of others; ſome- 
times, in the oppoſite direction, by vanity, the 
luſt of being ſeen and applauded, leading men ſer- 
vilely, and often at the expence of a good conſci- 
ence, to court the approbation of others. At one 
time the heart is bent downwards by covetouſneſs, 
the intemperate love of earthly gain; at another 
time it is criminally relaxed, and rebounds into the 
. oppoſite extreme, the ſpirit of thoughtleſs profu- 
ſion and extravagance. The corrupt mind departs 
from the line of rectitude this day by unbelief of 
the teſtimony of the God of truth ; the next day, 
by the moſt credulous confidence in man who is a 
lie, and the ſon of man who is deceit. But in no 
inſtance do the natural and prevailing deſires of 
the human heart lie evenly with the preſent rule 
of God's law. Their feet,” ſays the Prophet, 

«© run to evil, and they make haſte to ſhed inno- 
cent blood: their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity ; waſting and deſtruQtion are in their paths. 
The way of peace they know not ; and there is no 
judgment in their goings : they have made them 
crooked paths ; whoſoever goeth therein ſhall not 

know peace.“ of | 

| The 
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The word here rendered“ crooked” is elſewhere 
tranſlated . untoward,” Acts, ii. 40. Save your- 
ſelves from this untoward generation ;” and denotes 
diſpoſitions dithcult to manage, obſtinate, froward, 
and which are oppoſite to thoſe which are good and 
gentle. In this ſenſe the Apoſtle Peter uſes the 
word, 1 Epiſtle, ii. 18.“ Servants be ſubject to 
your maſters with all fear; aot only to the good 
and gentle, but alſo to the froward.” This accep- 
tation carries our thoughts to the carnal mind as en- 
mity againſt God, as not ſubject to his law, nor 
which indeed can be. This untowardneſs of tem- 
per will induce a man to ſhut his eyes againſt the en- 
trance of divine light; to reſiſt the force of evi- ' 
dence; and thereby to grieve the good ſpirit of 
God, who by the Scriptures of truth, is the ſpirit 
of wiſdom and revelation in the knowledge of 
Chriſt, 

The term, © crooked,” implies alſo the wind- 
ing, evaſive, and deceitful manners, which men 
have learned of the old ſerpent ; and which, under 
the ſpecious names of prudence, management, ad- 
dreſs, carry aſide their minds from“ the ſimplicity 
which is in Chriſt,” from “ the truth of the Gol-_ 
pel ;” and tempt them in the great buſineſs of re- 
ligion, to © compaſs God” and the cauſe of God 
about with lies.” | 

A perverſe” generation, is a generation turned 
aſide from the right way of God's commandments, 
to the devious paths of iniquity. Of this ſort, are 
the multitudes who are * perverted” from dutiful 
ſubjection to God as their King, to the moſt ſervile 
bondage of the luſt of the fleſh, of the luſt of the 
eye, and of the pride of life. Of this fort are 
thoſe alſo, who © have turned away from the faith“ 
of Chriſt, into the dark, cold, and cheerleſs re- 
gions of infidelity ; thoſe whole hearts are pervert- 
ed from the love of God's favours as their all-ſut- 
ficient portion, to the love of this preſent my 

thole 
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thoſe who are turned aſide from the luminous and 
heavenly path of the righteous, to the dark, en- 
ſnaring, and ruinous path of the ungodly. 

In this undeſirable and hazardous ſituation were 
the Chriſtians at Philippi, formerly, and in a ſimi- 
lar ſituation are Chriſtians now placed. Theſe 
dwell, it is true, among a people who have been 
baptized. But, alas! how few of thera give rea- 
ſonable evidence, that they are baptized with the 
ſpirit of Chriſt. Multitudes, who have the form 
of godlineſs, ſeem, if the prevailing tenour of the 
life indicate the ſtate of the heart, to be- deſtitute 
of its power. Of our ownſelves have ariſen men 
ſpeaking perverſe things, to draw away diſciples 
after them. Theſe are the men who labour to ob- 
ſcure the uncreated glories of the Saviour's perſon, 
degrading him to a God of no reputation ; the 
men who labour to deſtroy the efficacy of his aton- 
ing blood, by reducing it to the level of David's 
groanings and Jeremiah's tears ; the men who la- 
bour to diminiſh the neceſlity of God's ſpirit on 
the human mind, in illuminating the darkened, in 
ſupporting the feeble, in quickening the dead. 
But, ſhould we lift our eyes beyond the narrow 


frontier of the Proteſtant church, we ſhall behold 


the reſt of mankind ſtumbling on the dark moun- 
tains ; enſlaved, in Popiſh regions, to the aſſumed 
authority of man over the conſcience ; defiled with 
the pollutions, o hardened by the barbarous and 
ferocious principles of Mahomed ; led captive, in 
heathen lands, by the Devil at his pleaſure ; ſold 
under in. 

In the midſt of this morally dark, crooked, and 
perverle generation of men, hath the God of hea- 
ven, in great mercy to them, placed the diſciples 
of his Son, as © lights in the world.“ The ori- 

inal word rendered “ lights,” it is ſuppoſed by 
aurin, is borrowed from the celebrated tower, 
built at the mouth of the Nile, on which a _ 
; ame 
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flame was kept conſtantly burning during the night, 
for the guidance of ſhips as they entered the har- 
bour of Alexandria. Human ſife is likened to the 
navigation of a boiſterous ſea, The night is dark, 
the tempeſt of the ſky preſſes heavily on them, the 
harbour is ill known, the entrance narrow and dif- 
ficult. In great compaſſion to the ſons of men, 
thus ready to periſh, the merciful father of the hu- 
man race, the God of ſalvation, hath, in the Goſ- 
pel church raiſed a pillar, and on its ſummit en- 
kindled “ the ſhining of a flaming light,” the 
blaze of heavenly truth, to guide the endangered 
mariner, to preſerve him from ſhipwreck, to bring 
him ſafely into the harbour of celeſtial bleſſedneſs. 
This elevated light had, for a ſeries of four thou- 
ſand years, been receiving gradual acceſſions of 
ſtrength. But it was not till the time of the 
preaching of Jeſus Chriſt, and of his Apoſtles, that 
it ſhone forth in all the perfection of its effulgence. 
Then was heard in Galilee the glad voice, a voice 
never before heard when any of God's prophets 
began their miniſtry, © Ariſe, ſhine, for thy light 
is come, and the glory of the Lord is riſen upon 
thee.” As theiecho of truth to this heavenly teſ- 
timony, Jeſus, while he preached to the people ex- 
claimed, *I am the light of the world, he that fol- 
loweth me ſhall not walk in darkneſs, but ſhall 
have the light of life.” In his public miniſtry, 
and in his holy converſation, men beheld every ray 
of intellectual and moral excellence meeting in the 
happieſt aſſemblage, and forming the glory which 
ſuits the only begotten of the Father; the glory of 
him in whom are hid treaſures of wiſdom and 
knowledge; of him, in whom dwells all the ful- 
neſs of the Godhead, bodily. What Jacob, there- 
fore, had, many ages ago, foretold in obſcure pro- 
phecy; concerning © Shiloh, to whom the people 
ſhould be gathered; what David, afterwards, in 
myſterious numbers, had ſung to the accompany- 


ing 
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ing ſound of his' harp, concerning the wonderful 
man, „his ſon and his Lord, whoſe heart, like 
wax, ſhould melt in the midſt of his bowels, whoſe 
hands and whoſe feet ſhould be pierced ;** what 
Iſaiah, at a {till later period, had predicted, con- 
cerning © the man of ſorrows who ſhould be cut 
off out of the land of the living, and, yet, who 
ſhould prolong his days and ſee his ſeed” —theſe, 
with every other part of the opening plan of re- 
demption, did he and the holy apoſtles, on whom 
his enlightening ſpirit reſted, explain, unfold, diſ- 
play, in all their tulneſs, and thus conſummate re- 
velation of God. Since his departure to glory, he 
hath left the heavenly light which ſhines in the 
Holy Seripture, in the care of his church. It is 
her province, her dignity, and her happineſs, to 
preſerve this light in its primitive purity and with 
it to illumine the nations. This carries forward 
our thoughts 
II. To the manner in which the church of Chriſt 
ſhovid fulfil the duties of her high ſtation, She is 
required to “ ſhine, by holding forth the word of 
truth, and by doing all things without murmur- 
ings and diſputings.“ | 
The words © ye ſhine,” may be rendered impe- 
ratively © ſhine ye,” and will then explicitly inti- 
mate the Chriſtian's duty. This duty, however, 
is plainly deducible from the words in their preſent 
form, as the divinely approved conduct of a church, 
hath in it the force of a law. In order that the 
church may ſhine, it is indiſpenſibly requiſite that 
ſhe herſelf be enlightened with Scriptural views of 
divine truth; and be irradiated with the beauties 
of holineſs, the mild attractive luſtre of the image 
of Chriſt. Nor is this mental illumination to be 
confined to the prieſthood. ** Ye were ſometimes 
darkneſs,” ſays Paul to the ſaints at Epheſus and 
the faithful in Chriſt Jeſus, but now are ye,” as 
well as your biſhops and deacons, * light in the 
Lord,” 
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Lord.” The church being herſelf enlightened, is 
qualified to enlighten them that fit in darkneſs and 
in the ſhadow of death. 

This is done “ by holding forth the word of 
life.” 

The Goſpel of Chriſt is denominated “ the 
word of life“ on ſeveral accounts. It reyeals ſpi- 
ritual and eternal life to men, more fully than any 
preceding miniſtration. © Life and immortality 
are brought to light through the Goſpel.” To 
preach the Goſpel, is, in the language of the angel 
of the Lord, to ſpeak to the people all the words 
of this life.“ It is the inſtrument of conveying 
ſpiritual and eternal life to the foul. The Goſpel 
was written “that men might believe that Jeſus is 
the Chriſt, the Son of God, and that believing, 
they might have life through his name.” It is “ the 
mcorruptible ſeed” of ſpiritual life, which liveth 
and abideth for ever.“ Of his own will hath 
God begotten” regenerated men © with the words 
of truth.” © The words,” ſaid Jeſus, that 1 
ſpeak unto you, they are ſpirit and they are life.“ 
As a lamp to our feet and a light to our path, the 
Goſpel directs us to the enjoyment of life. Its 
promiſes and examples quicken and enliven our 
ſpirits. | 

It ſhould ever be remembered, therefore, that it 
is *© the word of life,” which, as elevated lights in 
the world, the Miniſters of Chriſt are to hold 
forth to men. It was neither the concluſions of 
the philoſophy of Greece, nor the interpretations of 
Rabbinical erudition which Paul preached among 
the Gentiles, but ** the unſearchable riches of 
Chriſt.” Degraded then muſt be the ſtate of his 
underſtanding, and vitiated his taſte, who, in his 
public miniſtrations, prefers the mixed ſtream of 
human wiſdom before the pure lucid fountain of 
heavenly truth. ** Is it not, ſaid the indignant pro- 
phet to the King of Samaria, is it not becauſe there 

1 is 
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is not a God in Iſrael, that thou ſendeſt to enquire 
of Beelzebub the God of Ekron ?” Is it, may we 
ſay to this preacher, is it becauſe there is not a 
prophet of God in the Goſpel church, even that 
prophet on whom the Spirit of the Lord reſted, 
the ſpirit of wiſdom and underſtanding, the ſpirit of 
knowledge and of the fear of the Lord, that thou 
goeſt to bend the ſuppliant knee for inſtruction, at 
Lyceum, at Tuſculanum, at the Portico of Athens, 
or in her Academic groves? Is it becauſe the 
Chriſtian believer is not complete in Chriſt, in 
whom it hath pleaſed the Father that all fulneſs 
ſhould dwell; in whom dwelleth all the fulneſs 
of the Godhead bodily,” that thou ſhouldelt expoſe 
thine underſtanding to the hazard of being ſpoiled 
through philoſophy and vain deceit ?” 

Neither is it the decrees of aſſemblies, convo- 
cations, or councils, that the Miniſters of religion, 
as elevated lights, hold forth to the darkened world. 
There may be much truth in theſe, but there may 
be much error too; while in *© the word of life”? 
there is no darkneſs at all. The faith of a Chriſtian 
reſteth ſolely on © the foundation of the Apoſtles 
and Prophets, Jeſus Chriſt himſelf being the chief 
corner ſtone.” Let not good men, however, who, 
from conſcience are 1 a to the particular views 
of © the Holy Scriptures,” which are given in ſuch 
decrees of uninſpired men, decline to aſſociate with 
us in “holding forth the word of life” to the Hea- 
then: as if our deſign were to confound all dif- 
tinctions of religious opinion, or to deride and 
inſult with names of ill repute, the honeſt ſcruples 
of a tender and enquiring mind. Art thou, my 
brother, inclined to approve of that particular form 
of church-order which is known by the name of 


Epiſcopal, or Independent, or Preſbyterian ? We 


invite thee to come and aſſiſt us with thy counte- 
nance, thy counſel, thy prayers, and a reaſonable 
; meaſure 
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meaſure of thy ſubſtance, while we are employed 
in ſending the word of life, the oracles of God, to 
the Heathen, and aſſuredly all the Epiſcopacy, all 
the Independency, and all the Preſbyterianiſm that 
he hath put in them. This “ word of life,“ this 
good, this perfect gift, which hath come down from 
the Father of lights. — the miſſion of this forms the 
central, the uniting point of all our exertions. Its 
immenſe magnitude arouſes our zeal, and, by 
God's grace, will ſuſtain, purify, and exalt it. 

The church of Chrift, and particularly her Mi- 
niſters, hold forth the word of life to men, by pre- 
ſerving the oracles of God in their primitive pu- 
rity and fulneſs, by tranſlating them into the lan- 
guages of the nations, and promoting their exten- 
ſive circulation. This is done allo in thoſe public 
miniltrations in which the word of life is read, 
its doctrines expounded, its promiſes held up to 
the hopes of the guilty and the periſhing, its holy 
laws inculcated, its examples of goodnels illuſtrated 
and preſſed on the imitation of redeemed men. 
As unwearied efforts are made by the prince of 
darkneſs to obſcure the light of the Goſpel, the 
Miniſters of jeſus will be required to be daily in- 
ſtant in counteracting theſe efforts by holding out 
the word of life. Are there baptized men at home 
who are in darkneſs as to the true character of the 
Saviour's perſon? The church holds forth the 
word of life to theſe men, in which they may read 
concerning Jeſus Chriſt, that“ he is the brightneſs 
of the Father's glory, and the expreſs image of his 
perſon; that he upholdeth all things by the word 
of his power; that by him were all things created 
that are in heaven, and that are in earth, viſible 
and inviſible, whether they be thrones, or domini- 
ons, or principalities, or powers; that all things 
were created byhim, and for him; and that by him 
all things conſiſt.” Are there among us men who 
are in darkneſs in regard to the perfection of the 

I 2 Saviour's 
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Saviour's atonement for ſin? The church holds 
forth the word of life to their undetitandings, in 
which they are taught * that rhe Lord laid on him 
the iniquities of us all; that he his own ſelf bare 
our fins in his own body on the tree ; that, through 
the eternal Spirit, he offered himſelf, without ſpot, 
to God, to purge our conſcience from dead works ; 
that, by one offering, he hath perfected for ever 
them that are ſanQtified.” —Are there among us 
men liable to make ſhipwreck of their ſalvation by 
running on the dangerous ſhoal of earthly-minded- 
neſs? The church holds forth the word of life to 
them, in which they may read theſe divine warn- 
ings: Love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world. If any man love the world, 
the love' of the Father is not in him. They that 
will be rich fall into temptation and a ſnare, and 
into many fooliſh and hurtful luits, which drown 
men in deſtruction and perdition. For the love of 
money is the root of alt evil; which while ſome 
coveted after, they have erred from the faith, and 
pierced themſelves through with many ſorrows.” 
While theſe awful warnings found in their ears, 
the church, by the light of the {ame word of life, 
will ſhew to them the broken iragments of Ba- 

| laamy's hopes, © who loved the wages of unrighte- 
ouſneſs, and of the hopes of Demas, who apoſta- 
tized from Chriſt, and forſook Paul through the 
love of this preſent world. —Are there among us 
men 1n danger of ruſhing.on the prominent point- 
ed rock of pride and haughtineſs of ſpirit? The 
church will hold forth the word of life to them, in 
which they may read ſuch humbling thoughts as 
theſe : God reſiſteth the proud, but giveth grace 
unto the lowly. A proud look is an abomination to 
the Lord, Pride goeth before deſtruction, and a 
haughty ſpirit before a fall. The loſty looks of 
man ſhall be humbled, and the haughtineſs of men 
ſhall be bowed down, and the Lord alone ſhall be 
| , Lo exalted 
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exalted in that day.” By the light of this word 
the church will alſo ſhew to them the wretched 
fortunes of Satan, of Pharaoh, and of others who 
periſhed on this rock.—Are there among us men 
in danger of running on the concealed quickſands 
of hypocriſy and diſſimulation? The church holds 
forth the word of life to them, in which they read 
that © all things are naked and open to the eyes 
of him with whom we have to do. That the eyes 
of the Lord are in every place, beholding the evil 
and the good. That the Lord ſearcheth all hearts, 
and underſtandeth all the imaginations of the 
thoughts.” By the light of this word, the church 
will ſhew to them the miſerable remains of Ananias, 
of Sapphira, and of other hypocrites in Zion, 
floating around. 

The church, in holding forth the word of life 
to the endangered mariner, exhibits to him the 
examples of thoſe alſo who have eſcaped theſe ſands 
and rocks; the example of Moſes, who efcap- 
ed the ſhoal of worldly-mindedneſs by eiiceming 
the reproach of Chriſt greater riches than all the 
treaſures of Egypt. The example of David, who 
eſcaped the hidden fands of hyp: criſy by © fetring 
the Lord always before him.” The example. of 
Paul, who efcaped the rock of ſpiritual pride by 
juſt views of his own utter inſathciency, and of his 
entire dependence on the all- ſufficient grace of 
Chritt. 

But not to the native lands of her preſent chil- 
dren ought the church to confine her efforts of illu- 
mination. The beams of heavenly truth emanated 
from Mount Zion to penetrate to all the ends of the 
earth; but, looking abroad on the preſent ſtate of 
the world, we behold the ſhadows of the evening 
{tretched over Popiſh lands. Thick darkneſs enve- 
lopes the regions of the Arahian impoltor. Ihe 
nations beyond are in the blackneſs of darkneſs. 
'The very light is as darkneſs. Let the church, 
of | ws bps therefore, 
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therefore, hold forth, by the long arm of miſſion- 
ary miniſtrations, the word of life to them. They 
are even ignorant of the harbour of happineſs. But 
in holding forth the word of life to them, they will 
learn that © in God's favour is life; that his lov- 
ing-kindneſs is better than life; that in his pre- 
ſence is tulneſs of joy, and at his right hand plea- 
ſures for evermore.” They are utter ſtrangers to 
the way which leads to the harbour. But 1a the 
word of life which the church holds out to them, 
they will read the ſure teſtimony of the Son of 
God, who ſays to them, „I am the way, the 
truth, and the life; no man,cometh to the Father 
but by me:“ the teſtimony of his Spirit, who will 
inform them that “ there is no name but that of 
Chriſt given under heaven among men, whereby we 


muſt be ſaved.” In the midſt of much guilt, on ac- 


count of the perpetration of crimes at which the hu- 
man heart revolts with abhorrence, they are ſtrangers 
to the ſacrifice by which alone human guilt is ex- 
piated. But by holding forth the word of life to 
them, they will read the glad tidings of propitia- 
tion for ſin in the wounds, tears, groanings, 
agony, and death of the Lamb of God; the Lamb 
of God who taketh away the fin of the world, and 
who gave hiniiclf a ranſom for all, to be teſtified 
in due time. While their minds he under the 


curſe of God's law, which is the ſtrength of fin, 


the foul, the ferocious, the conflicting paſſions of 
tlic corrupt heart will prevail with unhallowed 
way. Their fouls will be like the troubled ſea 
when it cannot reſt, whoſe waters caſt up mire 
and dirt. Argent and {ſcorching are the vertical 
tuns which burn up the deſerts of the land of Ham; 
turious and deſolating are their tornados; fatal to 
human liſe are their dipſas, their ſcorpions, their 
horned ceraſtes; but more ſcorching to the 
ſoul, and conſuming of her happineſs, more de- 


ſolating of ſocial order and joy, more poiſonoug 


tQ 
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to their peace, are jealouſy, rage, revenge, unbrid- 
led luſt, and the other unſubdued tempers of the 
depraved mind, the fires of which, enkindled of 
hell, are fanned by their climate and the forms of 
their government. To them, therefore, let the 
church hold forth the word of life, in which they 
will find that in the new covenant proviſion is made 
for the introduction of the reign of holineſs and 
peace, of righteous manners, and the gentleneſs of 
Chriſt ; the bleſſed age in which inſtead of the 
thorn ſhall come the fir-tree, and inſtead of the 
brier ſhall come up the myrtle-tree ; the bleſſed age 
in which men ſhall not hurt nor deſtroy in all 
God's holy mountain, the earth being full of the 
knowledge of the Lord as the waters cover the ſea. 

When te benign light of this word of life is int ro- 
duced into the dark receſſes of the ſoul, it will, by 
the accompanying power of God, chace away and 
put to perpetual reproach thoſe covetous and cruel 
diſpoſitions, under the influence of which men 
make merchandize of men. The miſeries of ſo ex- 
ecrable a traffic can ill be conceived by thoſe who 
have never ſeen the chain, nor heard the groanings 
of the priſoner. But Chriſtianity carries in her 
very genius the effectual remedy. The nature of 
man, ſhe will tcach them, hath been too highly 
honoured in its aſſumption by the divine, in the 
perſon of the Son of God, ever to be bought and 
fold like the beaſts of the field. The man who 
loves his neighbour as himſelf, and whois required, 

after the example of his Saviour, to lay down his 
life for his brother, will never, never, from avarice 
or revenge, bind that brother in fetters of iron, 
and put into his hand a cup of gall and of worm- 
wood, 

While theſe unhappy -aliens from the family of 
God are thus a prey to the outrageous paſſions of 
the unregenerated mind, and eat the bitter bread 
of miſery, they are, at the ſame time, utterly deſ- 

titute 
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titute of the conſolations which God's promiſes in 
the Goſpel, aud which the hopes of eternal life, 
ſupply to tlie believer in Jeſus. But by Tem! 

forth the word of life to them, the church of Chri 
conducts them to the river which makes glad the 
city of our God—the water of life, which is con- 
veyed to men in the promiſes of the Divine pre- 
ſence, of ſupport, of protection, of nouriſhment, 
and of the inheritance beyond the grave, which 1s 
incorruptible, undefiled, and which fadeth not 
away. | 

Nor let us dare to entertain an idea ſo reproach- 
ful to the ſlate of religion in the Chriſtian church 
as to ſuſpe& that there will be wanting men en- 
lightened, compaitonate, and courageous, to hold 
forth, by their own perſonal miniſtrations, this word 
of life to the Heathen. Our cup of fpiritual pri- 
vileges and benefits runneth over; and ſhall not our 
thiiſty African brother be permitted to drink with 
us? Doth not the condition of their ſouls caſt a wiſh- 
ful earneſt look towards this illumined land, and in 
the look convey the pathetic deſire, “ Oh, that one 
would give us to drink of that water of the well of 
Bethlehem?“ And ſhall there be found in all the 
garriſon of the circumciſed no man of mighty 


mind, ſtrong in the Lord, to break through the 


hoſt of real or imaginary dangers, and carry the 
living waters to their parched lips? Have we our- 
ſelves obtained peace through the blood of the 
croſs, and purity through the waſhing of regene- 
ration, and can we ſee the anguiſh of their ſouls, 
and not haſten to them with relief? Shall myriads 
of theſe ſons of the ſtrangers periſh in their ſins 
without one effort on our part to fave them ? Oh 
for large meaſures of the ſpirit of the Apoſtle Paul ! 
The love of Chriſt,” ſaid he, © conſtrains me“ 
—it bears me away before it. The love of eaſe, 
and of honour from men would have kept him at 
ignoble anchorage all his life in Jeruſalem ; but at 
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the call of his Saviour were unfurled all the facul- 
ties of his great mind, and the love of his Re- 
deemer, who bought him with his blood, filling thoſe 
faculties, bare him away far, far from home among 
the Gentiles to encounter every ſtorm, richly laden 
with the bleſſings of the Goſpel of peace — bleſſings 
in value unſpeakably ſuperior to the gold of Ophir, 
the topaz of Ethiopia, the myrrh, the frankincenſe, 
and all the ſpices of the merchant. Was his con- 
duct here to be aſcribed to the power of blind im- 
pulſe, or unaccountable impreſſions? Quite the 
reverſe. For, though his heart was warm and 
animated, every thing in his underſtanding was 
regular, rational, and ſerene. © We thus judge,” 
ſaid he, © that if one died for all, then were all 
dead: and that he died for all, that they who live, 
ſhould not henceforward live to themſelves, bur 
unto him who died for them, and roſe again.” 
Unbelief and jealouſy of the Divine favour freeze 
the affections, and, like the northern blaſt of ap- 
proaching winter on the trees of the foreſt, detrude 
the heavenly juices of the ſoul; but the love of 
Chriſt, believed and felt, as the returning ſun of 
Spring, calls up into action all the powers of the 
mind, ſets every benevolent principle afloat, brings 
forward this man's ſtrength of underſtanding, that 
man's zeal of heart, the wiſe counſels of one, the 
friendly cautions of another, the lively co- opera- 
ting exertions of all; clothes, beautifies, and loads 
the church with the fruits of goodnels. 

But if we would hold forth the word of life, 
either in our public miniſtrations at home, or in 
our miſſionary efforts abroad, conſiſtently, grace- 
fully, and by God's bleſſing effectually, we our- 
ſelves muſt be irradiated, our perſonal deportment 
beautified with holineſs and peace. It is in the 
higheſt meaſure defirable, that while we recom- 
mend the Goſpel to others as the inſtrument of 
transforming the heart and introducing peace 

| ; K | among 
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among men, that our own hearts ſhould have felt 
that transforming power, and we ourſelves be the 
ſ.ns of peace. Do all things without murmur- 
ings and diſputings“ and thereby approve your- 
ſelves to be © blameleſs and harmleſs, the ſons of 
God, without rebuke. 

« Murmurings and diſputings” are the foul ri- 
ſings of the diſcontented, reſtleſs, and faQtious 
mind, either againſt the government of God, or 
the wiſe and upright conduct of men. Thefe are 
ulcers which corrode the heart, and which make 
the breath offenſive as an open ſepulchre. 'The 
ſeeds of murmurings and diſputings are ſown in our 
very nature. Do ye think that the Scripture ſaith 
in vain, the ſpirit that dwelleth in us luſteth to en- 
vy?“ Envy at a brother's talents, at his acceptance 
in the churches, at his diſtinguiſhed zeal and ſuc- 
ceſs in any good work, will nouriſh this murmur- 
ing and fattious temper. Now where envying and 
ſtrife is, there is confuſion and every evil work. 
Vanity, or the luſt of being noticed, will create 
inward jealouſies of being overlooked and not duly 
honoured ; of our importance being ſunk, and our 
aſſiſtance not courted. Hence allo murmurings 
and diſputings- The luſt of being uppermoſt, diſ- 
turbed even the family of the meek and lowly Re- 
deemer, and produced murmurings and diſputings. 
There aroſe,” ſays the hiſtorian, © a reaſoning,” 
or diſputing, among them, which of them ſhould 
be greateſt.” Undue attachment to matters leſs 
clearly revealed, or in their nature of ſmaller im- 
| portance, leads the mind of the weak and the in- 
temperate to murmurings and diſputings. It may 
poſſibly be a device of Satan, at this time, to fan 
the flame of unſcriptural zeal for the tithing of 
mint, cummin, and aniſe, that, by dividing our 
hearts and weakening our exertions, the weightier 
matters of the law may not be ſent to the Hea- 
then. 

© Do 
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ce Do all things without murmurings and dif. 
putings ;” aſk of God, from whom cometh down 
every good and perfect gift; cultivate in your own 
minds, and examplify in your conduct, a frame of 
ſpirit which is placid, forbearing, and peaceful. 
Theſe tempers will impart dignity and luſtre'to any 
character. They bring us nearer to the Son of 
God, who, with an unruffled mind endured much 
contradiction againſt himſelf, and who hath taught 
his Miniſters, © that the ſervant of the Lord muſt 
not ſtrive, but be gentle unto all men, patient, in 
meekneſs inſtructing thoſe that oppoſe them- 
ſelves.” Now the beſt ſecurity for the perma- 
nency of our vaunted union among - ourſelves, is 
our union in temper and diſpoſition to the temper 
and diſpoſition of the Son of God. The nearer 
our hearts approach to him, the more cloſely ſhall 
we cleave to each other, and the more effectually 
ſhall we exclude thoſe turbulent principles which 
would create murmurings and diſputings among us. 
It might therefore be a profitable exerciſe in the 
management of this great work, often to aſk our- 
ſelves, how is it likely that the Son of God would 
feel, would ſpeak, would act, would endure con- 
tradiction on ſuch an occaſion? We are his diſci- 
ples, juſt in the proportion in which we are actu- 
ated by his ſpirit and bear his image. His image, 
in the exerciſe of theſe calm, acquieſcent, and 
peaceful tempers, will brighten our own perſonal 
conduct, will conciliate the eſteem and ſecure the 
co-operation of good men, while we are engaged 
in holding, out the word of life to others. Thus 
purſuing the grand object of our aſſociation with 
vigour, and with ardour tempered and regulated 
by principles of moderation and peace. we ſhall 
approve ourſelves to be © blameleſs,” having not 
only the teſtimony of our own conſcience, but the 
wiineſs of all diſcerning and candid men, to our 
ſimplicity and godly fincerity, We ſhall approve 
Ks i: boourſelves 
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ourſelves to be © harmleſs” men of inoffenſive 
manners; the ſons of God without rebuke,” the 
unblemiſhed or unſpotted children 'of the God of 
pounds born of God, created after him in know- 
edge, righteouſneſs, and true holineſs, 

Should temptations to murmurings and diſput- 
ings, in an evil hour, aſſault our weak minds, let 
us ſtudy, in dependance on the grace of God, to 
poſſeſs our ſouls in patience and in peace. The 
wrathful tempers of men work not the righteouſ- 
neſs of God, and, in the event, may greatly hin- 
der the diſſemination of divine truth and the con- 
verſion of the Heathen. To ſacrifice on theſe pol- 
luted altars the cauſe of their ſalvation, would be 
a horrible human ſacrifice indeed: a ſacrifice with 
which God might juſtly mingle the blood of the 
facriticer. From ſuch a thought the mind turns 
with fear and trembling. We take hold of the 
paths of forbearance and peace. We breathe after 
the wiſdom from above, which is pure, peaceable, 
2 eaſy to be entreated, full of mercy and good 

ruits, without partiality and without hypocriſy. 

Let us, therefore, follow after the things which 
make for peace, while we ſtrive together, for the 
faith of the Goſpel, that its ſound may go through 
all the earth, its words to the end of the world, 
and nothing may be hid from its light and heat. 
Finally, 

My honoured Fathers and Brethren, be perfect, 
be of good comfort, be of one mind, live in peace, 
and the God of love and peace ſhall be with you. 
May you long ſhine as elevated lights in the world, 
holding forth the word of life to them who are in 
darkneſs and in death ; and afterwards, tranſlated 
into a more luminous hemiſphere, may you ſhine 
in perſonal purity and bleſſedneſs, as the brightneſs 
of the firmament, and as the ſtars, for ever and 
ever! Amen, 
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SERMON III. 


REVELATIONS, XIV. 6. 


And I ſaw another angel fly in the midſt of heaven, 

having the everlaſting Goſpel to preach to them that 
dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kiu- 
dred, and tongue, and people. 


Tur ſubject of angels is, I am conſcious a ſub- 
ject of difficulty. The propriety, however, of a 
partial diſcuſſion of it is ſo obvious and manifeſt, 
that, though unequal to the taſk, I cannot decline 
the attempt. In attending to this part of my theſis, 
I am determined to hold in, with a tight rein and 
ſteady hand, vain curioſity and an excurſive ima- 
gination, leſt like Icarus I ſoar too high, or like 

Phaeton ſink too low. | 
The objects of my reſtraint were the exuberant 
ſources from which the errors of antient heretics 
and Popiſh ſchoolmen, on the doctrine of ſpirits, 
invariably flowed. In the gratification of theſe 
they deviated from the beaten track of truth, and, 
conſequently, wandered endleſsly in the wilds 
of heterodoxy.— By adopting a line of conduct 
directly the reverſe of their's, viz. by adhering 
cloſely 
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cloſely to the written word as my way, not only 
the difficulty and danger attending the diſquiſition 
of my ſubje& will be conſiderably diminiſhed ; but 
my progreſs will be rendered, it not perfectly eaſy, ' 
at leaſt abſolutely ſafe : for, as the immortal Owen 
"juſtly obſerves, © If we go not beſide it, and if we 
go not beyond it, we are as ſafe when we treat of 
angels as when we treat of worms.” Seeing then 
& my way clear before me, under the light of the 
meridian ſun, I will enter immediately upon the 
expoſition of my text, which compriſes the four 
following particulars : 
I. The object of John's viſion—a flying angel. 
II. His furniture—the everlaſting Goſpel. 
HE. The end for which it was committed to him 
— to, preach it. 8 
IV. Unto whom to them that dwell on the 
earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue, and people. X a 
I. The object of John's viſion demands my im- 
mediate attention. Keeping, then, in view the 
Doctor's theological axiom, wherewith I finiſhed 
my exordium, I proceed to obſerve, in oppoſition 
to a vulgar error, that the term angel is not de- 
ſcriptive of the nature of any particular order of 
beings, but ſolely and excluſively expreſſive of of- 
fice. This ſentiment ſtands upon the firmeſt baſis. 
It is founded partly upon the etymology of the 
correſpondent words in the Hebrew. and Greek 
tongues, and partly upon the mode of its applica- 
tion in the Scriptures of truth. With reſpe& to 
the etymology of the original terms I will venture 
to affirm, that there is not a ſmatterer in biblical 
learning, that does not know that they are both 
verbal nouns; derived from roots that convey 
the ſimple idea of delegation, without determining 
any thing as to the nature of the beings 15 | 
| they 
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they are applied“. Our tranſlators, evidently ac- 
quainted with their proper notation, have on this 
account frequently rendered them by the Engliſh 
word meſſenger, which, I contend, is the genuine 
import of the term angel, wherever it occurs in the 
volume of inſpiration. As to the mode of its appli- 
cation the intelligent readerof thegood word of God 
cannot be in want of information. It is impoſſible 
for him nor to perceive that it is indiſcriminately 
applied to beings divine and human, ſimple and 
compound, pure and impure ; and conſequently 
cannot be deſigned to diſtinguiſh one particular or- 
der of beings from another. This is one of thoſe 
many expreſſive names aſſumed by the Divine 
Saviour, with an intent to ſhew his manner of a&- 
ing towards the church of God. By this title he 
was known under the Old Teſtament diſpenſation. 
Inveſted with the office which the honorary name 
expreſſes the evangelical prophet in viſion ſaw him, 
and in language purely pathetic preſents him to the 
view of the antient church. Iſa. Ixiii. 9. © In all 
their afflictions he was afflited, and the angel of 
his preſence ſaved them: in his love and in his 
pity he redeemed them ; and he bare them, and 
carried them all the days of old.” This angel 
could not be a created ſpirit ; for what is predi- 
cated of him cannot be affirmed of Gabriel. He 
is emphatically ſtyled the angel of God's preſence, 
or face ; but could, or did the church behold the 
face of God in that of the moſt glorious, celeſtial, 
created Spirit, that ever aſſumed human form, and 


This ſentiment is confirmed by the criticiſm of the learn- 
ed Parkhurſt upon the Hebrew word. Like the word aye 
in Greek (whence angel in Engliſh) the Hebrew uo is 
a word of office, and determines nothing as to the nature of 
the being to which it is applied, whether it be rational or irra- 
tional, animate or inanimate, or even divine and ſelf- exiſtent, 
or created.” , 


L appeared 
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appeared amongſt men in the hahiliments of a mor- 
tal? No, It is in the face of the Son, and 7here only, 
that we behold the face of the Father. God, 
who commanded the light to ſhine out of darkneſs, 
| hath ſhined in our hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jeſus 
Chriſt.” 2 Cor. iv. 6. Beſides; to him are 
aſcribed, the ſalvation, the redemption, and the 
preſervation of Iſrael. But we. are aſſured from 
the infallible. teſtimony of. the Spirit of truth, that 
there-is no Elvation for loſt ſinners but in Chriſt, 
no redemption for the captive exile but in bim. 
No preſervation for them that have no might but in 
him. From hence I infer that the angel of God's 
face, who. was the Saviour, the Redeemer, and Pre- 
ſerver; of Iſrael, wes no other than the Meſſenger 
of the Coyenant, the Lord, of. Hoſts, Clear and 
expreſs as the atteſtation of. Iſaiah is, adduced. in 
proof of my poſition, I cannot forego the advantage 
that is, likely to reſult from the additional evidence 
of ſo deciſive a witneſs as John the Divine. The 
particular teſtimony, to which 1 allude, forms a 
part of thoſe. glorious viſſons wherewith the Pro- 
phet was fo divinely favoured, when in the iſland 
of Patmos, for the word. of Cod and the teſtimony 
of Jeſus, and repreſents the celeſtial envoy, in the 
act of his deſcenſion, clad with a fleecy cloud, en- 
circled as to his head with a rainbow, ſhining as to 
his face with all the luſtre of yonder brilliant lumi- 
nary, the ſun, that pours a flood of day upon this 
dark terraqueous globe, and illumines millions of 
beings with his potent rays, and dazzling the eyes 
of the. aſtoniſhed ſpectator with the unconceivable 
brightneſs produced by his glowing feet, the exact 
reſemblance of fiery pillars. Rev. x. 1. And I 
ſaw another mighty angel come down from heaven, 
clothed with a eloud, and a rainbow upon hie head, 
and his face was as it were the ſun, and his feet as 
Pillars of fire.” What think you, brethren?” Did 
a created 
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a created ſpirit of the higheſt orderiſit for his like 
neſs when John drew this -aftoniſhing) portrait ? 
Is this the picture of ſome archangel, ſome bright 
cherub, or flaming ſeraph? Rather, is not this 
the very image of that illuſtrious Perſonage, at 
whoſe feet the inimitable limner, whilſt gazing on 
the glories of his face, overcome with the luſtre of 
his eyes, and the radiance of his countenance ſhi- 
ning as the ſun in his ſtrength, as expiring,” pro- 
ſtrate fell? Rev. i. 13—19. Compare the figure 
of the Son of Man, pourtrayed there, with the 
miniature painting of the mighty. angel depicted 
here, and I am perſuaded that you will diſcover ſo 


perfect a likeneſs, as will produce the fulleſt con- 


viction that they are not portraits of different be- 
ings, but different portraits of the ſame Divine 


Being, finiſhed by the ſame pencil, with the ſame 
colours, but upon a different ſcale. Grant this, 


and my point is gained: Jeſus Chriſt, the Son of 
Man, is by office an angel of God. That this 
name, however, is not appropriate to the dlvine 
perſon of the adorable Saviour, but common to 
him and his miniſtering ſervants of the human 
kind is evident from the manner in which it is ap- 
plied in the following ſelect paſſage: Matt. xxiv. 

o, 31. And then ſhall appear the ſign of the 
Jon f Man in Heaven; and then ſhalt all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and they fhall-fee' the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of heaven in 


power and great glory. And he ſhall ſend his 
angels with the great ſound of a trumpet, and 


they ſhall gather his ele& from the four winds, 
from one end of heaven to the other.” That this 
glorious appearance of the great God, even our 
Saviour 'Jeſus Chriſt, in the clouds of heaven, 
the ſubſequent pungent ſorrow. of the tribes of the 
earth, the miſſion of angels, the ſound: of the 
trumpet, and the collection of the choſen of God 
Feat L 3 from 


— 
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from the uttermoſt part of the earth to. the utter- 
molt part of heaven, do not intend the perſonal 
— Fa of the Lord of life and glory, when 
he ſhall appear the ſecond time without fin unto 
falvation, is obvious from a portion of this context, 
which preciſely aſcertains the period: of time.within 
which theſe predicted events ſhould tranſpire. 
6 Verily 1 ſay unto you, this generation ſhall not 
paſs till all theſe things be fulfilled.” This text is 
the proper key to open the verſes which I have 
adduced by way of proof. His illuſtrious advent, 
ſudden, viſible, and irreſiſtible as lightning, de- 
ſigns the diſplay of his power in the execution of 
vengeance upon the nation of the Jews, and in 


giving the finiſhing ſtroke to the deſtruction of that 


rebellious: people, as alſo the bright manifeſtations 
of the glory of his grace in ſetting up his kingdom 
among the Gentiles, For this purpoſe he ſends 
forth -his angels with power and authority to blow 
the great trumpet of the Goſpel, in order to aſſem- 
ble the periſhing and the outcaſts from every point 
of the | heavens. That theſe miſſionaries of the 
Lord Jeſus were not ſimple celeſtial ſpirits, but 
men of like paſſions with ourſelves, the ſacred hif- 
+ 'tory puts beyond the ſhadow of a doubt. By it 
we are informed that his immediate followers re- 
ceived a commiſſion as wide as the world, that, in 
obedience to the injunction of their divine Sove- 


reign, they flew, like winged ſeraphs, to every 


part of the then known habitable globe, that in 
their flight they blew the trumpet of the everlaſt- 
ing «Goſpel, that the ſound thereof went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the ends of the 
world, and that the glorious predicted effect im- 
mediately followed. The choſen of God were 
collected from the four winds, and Iſaiah's bold 
word was literally verified. I was found of them 


that ſought me not, I was made manifeſt unto | 


them 
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them that aſked not after me. Hence I conclude 
that men, called to the miniſtry | of, the. Goſpel, 
are by office angels of God. As the word Angel 
is that name whereby created, pure, fimple ſpirits 
are generally diſtinguiſhed from creatures of a dif- 
ferent nature, it will not be neceſſary to produce 
a ſingle teſtimony with an intent to ſhew that it 
is applied to them. One ſhall ſuffice relative to its 
application to devils : ** Know ye not that we ſhall 
judge angels?“ 1 Cor. vi. 3. That the angels 
which ſaints ſhall judge are fallen ſpirits or devils, 
is a caſe 1o''clear as will not admit of a doubt. 
Since then it appears that this is a name common 
to the divine Saviour, to a certain deſcription of 
human beings, to ſimple ſpirits, pure and impure, I 
conclude that it is not expreſſive of the nature of 
any particular order of beings, but ſolely and ex- 
cluſively deſcriptive of office. Conſequently this 
is its import in the words of my text. That this 
angel, or meſſenger, the object of John's viſion, 
was not divine, celeſtial. or infernal, but human, 
is a poſition capable of demonſtration. It could 
not be the meſſenger of the covenant, becauſe the 
heavens had received him half a century at leaſt 
prior to this vihon; and the word that cannot be 
broken declares, ** that they muſt retain him until 
the times of the reſtitution of all things.“ It 
could not be a celeſtial or infernal ſpirit,” becauſe 
neither angel nor devil experimentally knows the 
Goſpel of Jeſus, conſequently cannot preach it. 
It follows, he muſt be human. It is not equally 
clear that he is numerically but one. On the other 
hand, it is more than probable that this one angel 
repreſents a collective body of the faithful Minif. 
ters of jeſus, conſiſting of many members: The 
entent of his commiſſion is à powerful argument 
to ſupport this hypotheſis, For it is not to be ſup- 
an og * poſed 
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' poſed that God will ſend the Goſpel of his Son 
to all that dwell on the earth by a ſingle meſſen- 
ger. When the whole world is ripe for the har- 
veſt, ſhall the great Huſbandman ſend but a ſingle 
reaper into the field? Shall a ſolitary individual 
cut down, bind up, gather the whole fruit into the 
barn, and ſhout the harveſt home? No. Im- 
menſe ſhall be the number of thoſe that ſhall pub- 
liſh the glad tidings of ſalvation to the univerſal 
word—*© The Lord gave the word, great was the 
company of thoſe that publiſhed it.” The multi- 
tude will be fo great, that John repreſents their 
voice as the voice of many waters, and as the voice 
of a great thunder. The aptitude of «theſe bold 
poetic images to expreſs the power and force of 
the united voices of this ſelect prepared number, 
will at. once appear when we conſider that it is 
compoſed of the round ſum of 1 44,000 ſealed ſer- 
vants of God. 'That this is the number to an unit 
that God will employ in carrying the glad tidings 


of ſalvation to the ends of the earth I have no more 


doubt. than I have of my own' exiſtence. It is 
worthy of obſervation that immediately after «the 
ſele&t company was ſeen ſtanding. upon Mount 
Sion, the everlaſting Goſpel is preached to all the 
earth, and that immediately after the ſame prepa- 
red number was ſealed, Rev. vii., there appeared 
the. innumerable-multitude called out of all na- 
tions. I contend that. they that ſhall preach the 
Goſpel to all nations are the ſame ſelect number 


that ſhall call the innumerable multitude ont of all 


nations; but the 144. 000 ſealed ſervants of God 
ſhall execute that great work, therefore they ſhall 


preach: the Goſpel to all nations The Spirit of 


truth declares that this angel is to carry the Goſpel 
to the ends of the earth; therefore he repreſents 


the ſelect number, conſiſting of the'1 44,000'that 
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John ſaw in viſion. Though it has been aſſert- 
ed that this angel has already taken flight“, I am 
well perſuaded. that he is not yet even fledged. It 
is evident that the Goſpel ſhall never be preached 
to all nations whilſt the two witneſſes. propheſy in 
ſackcloth. This they ſhall continue to do till the 
beaſt has not only overcome, but ſlain them. I 
conjecture that this remarkable event will take 
place abopt the year 1866. The Spirit of truth 
poſitively aſſerts that the two witneſſes ſhall pro- 
pheſy in ſackcloth 1260 days, which are ſo many 
prophetic years. I conceive that this period com- 
menced in the year:606, when the woman firſt fled 
into the : wilderneſs, the outer court was given 
unto the Gentiles, and the holy city began to be 
trodden under foot, for the: ſpace: of forty-two 
months 7. Theſe events undoubtedly repreſent 
unto us the commencement; of Popery. Hiſtory 
aſſures us that Popery began in the year 606, when 
that infamous aſſaſſin, Phocas, murdered the Em- 
peror Mauritius, and conſtituted Boniface the Tu | 
Univerſal Biſhop. If we add 606 to 1260 we ſhall 

have the year when the witneſſes ſhall be lain, 
They ſhall lie dead three days and a half, after 
which period they ſhall ariſe and aſcend to heaven, 
Then the ſpiritual reign of Chriſt ſhall commence, 
this angel ſhall take flight, and the Goſpel ſhall be 
preached to the whole world. This is called an- 
other angel, in order to diſtinguiſh him from thoſe 
that had gone forth before him; but as none has

The word Goſpel. is a compound term, of 
Saxonic derivation. Its component parts are two, 
viz Spel, which intends a hiſtory,. narration, or 
meſſage ; and Got or Gos, good, which, as Junius 
juſtly; obſerves, admirably expreſs the force and 
propriety of the original word“, which ſignifies a 
good meſſage, glad tidings, or good or joyful news. 
This definition furniſhes us with an infallible cri- 
temon,. whereby we may diſtinguiſh between the 
genuine Goſpel-of Jeſus, and that which is ſpurious, 
between the Miniſters of Chriſt, and the meſſen- 
of Satan transformed. into angels of light. 
Nothing deſe: ves the name but that which is really 
good news or. glad tidings to the mere: ſinner, the 
ſimply guilty, Nothing can be good news to him 
but that which preſents to him a ſure ground of 
hope, and lays a foundation for preſent peace, 
firm and ſtable; as the pillars of heaven. This the 
apoſtolie Goſpel does; for it reveals the finiſhed 
work of the Croſs as an all- ſufficient baſis of peace 
and comfort to the moſt guilty and diſconſolate, as 
containing in itſelf every requiſite for the juſtifiea» 
tion of the ungodly. It makes known an everlaſt- 
ing righteouſneſs, a bleeding ſacrifice, a perfect re- 
conciliation, a plenary ſatis faction, a plenteous 
redemption, and a complete ſalvation. It reports 
that an offering, even Jeſus, has been preſented, 
the ſacrifice accepted, iniquity ĩimputed, judgment 
executed, the victim flain, its blood ſhed, atone- 
ment made, guilt put away, tranſgreſſion finiſhed, 
wrath avested, the curſe removed, hell vanquiſhed, 
Paradiſe regained, fin condemned, and the church. 
redeemed. - It declares in powerful, but melodious

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accents, chat there is health in his ſtripes, cure in 
his wounds, peace in his blood, life in his death; 
that bleffings flow freely, through the mean of his 
curſe, into the hearts of the eurſed; and that hea- 
ven deſcendeth from heaven into the ſouls of the 
rebellibus through the hell that he ſuffered. It 
avers that ſuch is the perfection of his obedience, 
the merit of his work, the efficacy of his blood;

defnquents. The Goſpel. furniſhes us with the 
moſt fatisfactory evidence of the ſufficiency-of the 
Redeemer's work to fave the moſt abandoned inner 
on this fide the impaſſable gulf.

If /Feſus had not been Immanuel, if his 
ſacriſibe had not been adequate to put away the of- 
ſences of the church for which be bled; if his 
obedience had not been ſufficiently meritorious to 
juſtify the unjuſt, for hom he lived and for whom 
be died, — Jehovah would have manifeſted his dif- 
approbation of him and his work, by confining 
him, as death's priſoner, in the dungeon of the 
grave. But the united atteſtations of God, angels, 
and men, friends and toes, inconteſtibly evince 
that he is not there, but riſen from the dead. Sueh 
is the natuse of that evidence, by u bich the im- 
portant fact is eſtabliſned, the import of uthich is, 
that the work of redemption is finithed, according 
to our Lord's appeal, John, xvii. 4. and that it is 
ſuſicient of itlelf to bring ſalvation to loſt and pe. 
riſhing ſinners, in the miſerable and wretched cir- 
eumſtances under which he died, - to ſinners laden 
with iniquity, weary with the intolerable; burden 
of collected guilt; groaning under the damnatory 
ſentence of à broken and violated covenant, en- 
compaſſed with the fotrows of death, and arreſted 
with the pains of hell. To ſuch, even ta ſuch 
ruined, | miſerable; and for ever undone: ſinners 
without Chriſt; the reſurrection of God's Son and 
man's Saviour, is an authoritative declaration that 
the: offencts'ifor which he wes delivered, in their:

moured with the ſandals of Judith? Is not the 
bridegroom in love with the /hoes of his bride ?

It moreover ſignifies to publiſh aloud, as a com- 
mon crier, that which is loſt, in order to its reco- 
very, and, that which is found, in order to its re- 
ſtitution. Thus the Miniſter of God is not only 
bound by his office, but expreſsly commanded to 
declare, in the face of a frowning world, its loſt 
eſtate, to proclaim in the highways and hedges,

He ſhewed the people their tranſ- 
greſſions in their blackneſs, malignity, and enor- 
mity, and the houſe of 1ſrael their ſins, with their 
numerous aggravations. Repentance towards God 
Was his theme, and the near approach of the reign 
of heaven was the motive by which he enforced it, 
Hlis voice was the voice of one crying, or, as the

Moreover we are laid under the ſtrongeſt obli- 
gations not only to proclaim to the world the re 
covery by Chriſt, but to aſſure the guilty and un- 
godly that coming to him, they ſhall find all that 
they had loſt, and infinitely more. In him are de- 
poſited boundleſs ſtores of grace, mercy, and love. 
In him all the inexhauſtible treaſures of wiſdom 
and knowledge are contained. In him a divine, 
mediatorial, and diſtributive or diſpenſatory ful- 
neſs dwells. Out of this fulneſs the church of 
God, by faith, receives grace for grace. She 
wants nothing, ſhe- can want nothing, but what 
ſhe may find in him. All ſpiritual bleſſings are 
there for her uſe. Eph. i. 3. Bleſſed be the 
God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who 


hath bleſſed us with all ſpiritual bleſſings in hea- 


venly places in Chriſt.” Though her wants be as 


numerous as the grains of ſand that cover the ſhore 


of the ſounding main, or as countleſs as the leaves 
that adorn the trees of ten thouſand foreſts, yet 
ample proviſion is already made for the ſupply of 
them all.

For as the celebrated Hervey, to whom, under 
God, I am infinitely indebted, with propriety ob- 
ſer ves, ** The bleſſings of the Gaſpel are not inat- 
ter of barter, or ſubject of ſale. Our province 
is to direct you to Jeſus, 4 whois exalted as a 
Prince and a Saviour, to give repentance unto 
Iſrael, and remiſſion of fins,”” —who is inveſted 
with „power and authority over all fleſn to give 
eternal life to as many as the Father has given 
him,“ —and who is honoured with the high pre- 
rogative of giving grace and glory to the millions 
redeemed by his blood to God. The tenor of our 
proclamation runs thus, Ho, every one that 
thirſteth, come ye to the waters, and he that hath 
no money: come ye, buy, and eat; yea, come, 
buy wine and milk without money, and - without 
price.“ Ia. lv, 1. The word rendered preach in 
my text generally ſignifies, : both in ſacred and 
profane authors, to bring glad tidings, or to tell 
good news. If the Goſpel, then, be glad tidings, 
as has been proved, it is incumbent on its Miniſ- 
ters to announce them in the ears of the mourn- 
ers, and to tell the good news to miſerable, 
wretched, and periſhing culprits. For this purpoſe 
are /aved/irners called to the miniiterial office, for 
this grand ſubordinate end are the glorious glad 
tidings of the bleſſed God committed unto them, 
and on this account are they ſent forth into all the 
world entruſted with the precious eaſure. The 
Apoſtle of the Gentiles, deeply ſenſible of the 
ſtrength of the obligation that lay upon him thus 
to act, ariſing from the diſpenſation that was com- 
mitted unto him, expreſſes it in the ſtrongeſt 
terms: 1 Cor. ix. 10. Though I bring glad ti- 
dings, I have nothing to glory of: for neceſſity is 
laid upon me; yea, wo is unto me, if Lell not 
good news.“ But L apprehend that here and elſe- 
TAY | where, 
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where, when joined with the term Goſpel, it fig- 
nifies to announce with joy, and is expreſſive of 
chat peculiar pleaſure that a meſſenger of ſeſus feels 
in telling the good news of ſalvation by his perſon, 
his blood, his grace, and his croſs.

That, in the latter day, the angel, whom John 
ſaw in viſion, ſhall not only receive a commiſſion 
to preach the everlaſting Goſpel to all the inhabit- 
ants of the earth, but carry the truſt repoſed in 
him into full effect, is a fact eſtabliſhed by the ſure 
word of prophecy. Europeans, Aſiatics, the 
ſwarthy ſons of Africa, and the numerous tribes 
of the vaſt continent of America, in connection 
with the adjacent iſles, ſhall be illumined by the 
Light of the Centiles, and once behold the glory of 
Iſrael.

uſe of poor finners of the Gentiles. He is inyeft- 
ed with the beſtowment of them, and he will con- 
fer them upon the objects of his favour. The 
ſhall receive out of his overflowing Aden al 
for grace. All the bleſſings of grace they mall 
receive by faith in his name.

T' tontlude 
therefore, that the Goſpel of Chtiſt muſt be 
preached to every family, tribe, or kiridred, as 
it was to the father of the faithful, in” oft: that 
God's ancient promiſe, made to him of his feed, 
may be fulfilled in the actual deſcent of the Þblet- 
fing of Abraham upon the Gentiles through 
Chriſt. Gal: jii. 8.“ And the Scriptutefoteſee- 
- ing that God would juſtity the Heathen through 
faith, preached before the Goſpel unto Abtah: 


faying, In thee ſhall all nations be bleſfed.. 
Tbe decifive and brilliant victory of the ſhints'of 
God of all nations, Kindreds, r es, 
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over all their combined foes, Aena ug . 
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amongſt every people, through every land, in euery 
tongue... Rev. vii. 9, 10.“ After nun nei 
and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all, nations, and kindreds, and peo- 
le; and tongues, ſtood before the throne, and 
before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands. And cried with a; loud 
voice, ſaying, Salvation to our God which ſitteth 
Upon the throhe, and unto. the Lamb.” The 
palms in their hands are the ſymbols of victory 
and Wage a7 Conquerors were wont to carry 
branches of the palm- tree in their hands. The 
victors at the Grecian games were diſtinguiſhed 
both by crowns of palm on their heads, and 
branches of it in their hands. With. infinite pro- 
priety, therefore, is the Chriſtian ſoldier thus 
diſtinguiſhed. Hereby the Captain of our fal- 
vation is honoured ; for he it is that conquers for 
us, and that conquers in us. This is the import 
of the ĩndelible motto inſcribed on our ſtandards, 
More than conquerors, through him that loved 
us.“ Whilſt. che Spitit of truth univerſally aſcribes 
the victories of the church to the proweſs of her 
Chief, he invariably repreſents the ſword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of the teſtimony, as the 
medium of conqueſt. Rev. xit. 10, 11.1 
heard a loud voice ſaying in heaven, Now is come 
ſalvation and ſtrength, and the kingdom of our 
God, and the power of his Chtiſt; for the accu- 
ſer, of our brethren is caſt down, which accuſed 
ahem. before our God day and night. And, they 
overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, and by 
the word of their teſtimony, and they loved not 
their lives unto. the deal.

thereof ſinners ſhall be converted, and church 

eſtabliſhed in divers lands. My hopes run high 
that this religious phenomenon, the Miffionary 
Society, will be the honoured inſtrument (at leaſt 
in part) of accompliſhing this glorious work. 
Relax not your exertions. Millions are periſhing 
without the means of relief. They muſt periſh 
without the Goſpel of Chriſt. This and his alone 
is the power of God to ſalvation. The Lord de- 
clates that whoſoever calleth upon his name ſhall 
be ſaved. But how ſhall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed? And how ſhall they be- 
lieve in him, of whom they have not heard? 
And how ſhall: they hear without a preacher ? 
Faith comes by hearing, and hearing by the word 
of God. Faith and ſalvation, unbelief and dam- 
nation, are inſeparable couplets. This awaken- 
ing conſideration ought to be a powerful ſtimulus 
to arouſe Laodicean profeſſors from their preſent 
lechargic ſtupor and indifference, and to excite 
this Society to the moſt active and vigorous ef- 
forts, that the ſound of mercy, grace, and love, 
through ſtreams of blood, may fly into all the 
earth, and the word of life to the ends of the 
world. You have met, you. will meet with oppo- 
ſition. Men and devils are againſt you. God, 
angels, and juſt men are for you. You are the 
object againſt which the ſnarling cynic directs his 
coarſe invective; which, I truſt, will have no 
more effect upon you, in order to retard your 
progtreſs, than the rage of the angry cur has upon 
the coutfe of the ſhining moon. Go on, and 
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proſper. Your'cauſe is good. Your poſt is ho- 
_— „ wh wa urſelves like men. Be ſtrong 
ng in 4 and in the power of his 
OS By faith in the promiſe, power, and 
fidelity of Jehovah, you will ſurmount every dif- 
ficulty, conquer all oppoſition, and quit the field 
of victory crowned with palm. Amen and Amen. 
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Unto me, who am leſs than the leaſt of all Saints, is 
this grace given, that I ſhould preach among the 
Gentiles the unſearchable riches of Chriſt. 


Sr. PAUL ſpeaks of a myſtery, ©* which in 
other ages was not made known to the ſons of 
men, as it is now revealed to the Apoſtles by the 
Spirit; that the Gentiles ſhould be fellow heirs, 
and of the ſame body, and partakers of his pro- 
miſe in Chriſt by the Goſpel.” * Whereof,” ſays 
he, I was made a miniſter.” Then, as one 
aſtoniſhed at the graudeur of the Apoſtolic miſ- 
ſion, and at the divine condeſcenſion in giving him 
the fellowſhip of that miniſtry, he pours forth the 
triumph of his ſoul in the language of the text 
e Unto me, who am leſs than the leaſt of all ſaints, 
15 this grace given, that I ſhould preach among 
the Gentiles the unſearchable riches of Chriſt,” . 
In pleading the cauſe of miſſions, it ſtrikes me, 
that I cannot do better than call your attention to 
the animated words I have read to you. They 
contain, I. The grand ſubject of the apoſtolic 
miſſion—* The unſearchable_ riches of Chriſt.” 
II. Among whom theſe riches were preached— 
Among thg a, III. The dignified _ 
| t. 
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St. Paul entertained of this miſion—** Unto me 
is this grace given.” IV. A forcible admonition 
to Miniſters and Miſſionaries to think humbly and 
ſoberly of themſelves, as they ought to think— 
« Me, who am leſs than the leaſt of all ſaints.“ — 
To all theſe points I ſhall ſucceſſively direct your 
attention, 
I. Let us firſt take a view of the unſearchable 
riches of Chriſt. They are riches of heavenly 
knowledge, riches of redeeming love, riches of 
pardoning mercy, riches of ſanctifying grace, 
riches of conſolation and hope, and riches of im- 
mortality and glory ; all of them riches of Chriſt ; 
all of them . ; 
The unity and perfections of God, his creation 
and providence, the immortality of the ſoul and 
eternal judgment, are the firſt principles of reli- 
gious truth ; and bleſſed be God ! they are as fa- 
miliar to our minds as the letters of the alphabet. 
But, alas! what do the poor Heathens know of 
theſe principles ? To them, the unity of God, the 
grand foundation of religion, 1s irrecoverably loſt, 
All the wiſdom of Egypt, Greece, and Rome 
never advanced fo far as this fimple propofition, 
There is bur one God. They peopled heaven 
with Gods and Goddeſſes. The fun, moon, and 
ftars ; rivers, groves, and fountains ; the ox, dog, 
cat, crocodiles—leeks and onions—almoſt every 
paſſion and every vice were objeAs of religious 
adoration. 3 

Ignorant of the One God, they could form no 
worthy idea of his perfections. They repreſent 
their Gods as ating and fleeping ; they deſcribe 
them lewd, violent, ſanguinary, falſe, and ca- 
pricious. Not a wickedneſs was perpetrated 
among men, which did not find an example and a 
patron among their Gods. Even Jupiter, whom 
they ſtyled the father of Gods and men, the 
greateſt and the beſt, is characterized as a wretch 

. | enſlaved 
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enſlaved to the moſt unnatural abominations. 

What, then, could they learn from theſe lewd, 

bloody, and drunken Deities ? Their religion had 
no tendency but to corrupt the heart. Dancing, 
| ſinging, eating, drinking, bloodſhed, and all im- 
purity conſtituted the greater part of their religious 
rites. The groves of Daphne and the temples of 
Cytherea might make an Otaheitan bluſh. At 
one period or other, human ſacrifices have been 
common among molt heathen nations. The ac- 
counts of the creation of the world, given us by 
their beſt philoſophers, are too abſurd and con- 
temptible to be noticed. They knew not God as 
the Creator and Moral Governor of man. Their 
belief of the immortality of the ſoul, and of future 
reward and puniſhment was ſo obſcure, wavering, 
and uncertain, that it may be compared to a dream 
rather than to a religious principle, which either 
did, or could produce a-godly life. Hence St. 

Paul tells us, life and immortality were brought 
to light by the Goſpel. Humility of ſoul, the 
broken and contrite heart they knew nothing of. 
Pride they ſeem to have conſidered as a virtue. 
They were without natural affection. This ap- 
pears from the general practice of expoſing their 
new-born infants to periſh in the woods, or by 
the jaws of wild beaſts, as often as from any mo- 
tive of ſuperſtition, convenience, or intereſt, they 
did not care to educate them, The fin, which 


God viſited in fire on the cities of the plain, was 


generally indulged without a bluſh. At Athens, 
it was publicly ſanctioned by; the laws of Solon— 
that Solon of whom Greece b caſts as one of her 
{even wiſe men. Such is the wiſdom of man who 
knows not God. Compare what I have ſaid with 
the firſt chapter of the Epiſtle to the Romans, and 

you will fee that my picture of the ſtate of the 
Heathen world is ſtrictly . and by no means over- 
charged 
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charged in its 2 And what the Heathens 
were 1800 years ago, ſuch they are this day. 

If ſuch be their deplorable ignorance of God, 
it is not to be imagined that they ſhould have any 
acquaintance with thoſe more ſpiritual principles 
which conſtitute Chriſtian religion. The ſubſiſt- 
ence of a Myſterious Trinity in Unity, the dig- 
nity of man created in the image of God, his fall 
by tranſgreſſion into the ſatanic image of his ſe- 
ducer, the covenant of promiſe, the incarnation, 
life, death, reſurrection, aſcenſion, and kingdom 
of the Son of God, the perfect oblation and me- 
Titorious righteouſneſs of Immanuel, repentance 
towards God and faith in our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
free juſtification, bleſſed regeneration and adop- 
tion, holineſs without which no man can ſee God, 
and reſurrection to glory—theſe are truths of a 
higher order, which can be known only by divine 
revelation. Theſe are truths, which, even under 
the diſpenſation of Judaiſm, ſhone but with an in- 
ferior luſtre, and which waited for the advent of 
Chriſt to be held forth in their proper evidence 
and brightneſs. Moſes and Elijah, David and 
Iſaiah, defired to look farther into them. Happy 
would they have thought themſelves, had their 
eyes ſeen, had their ears heard, the glorious things 
which we ſee and hear. Afar off, through types 
and ſhadow, they beheld the promiſes ; but we 
contemplate the very image of the things, and be- 
holding with open face, the glory of the Lord, are 
changed into the ſame image.—Such are the un- 
ſearchable riches of the knowledge of Chriſt ; 
Tiches ſufficient to fill heaven and earth with the 
Praiſes of God; riches, in which, with callous 
hearts, we have long refuſed to allow our Gentile 
| Brethren to participate. t 

Equally rich are the treaſures of redeeming 
love. The love that freely brought us into being, 

endowed. 
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endowed with reaſon and immortality, came freely 
to our reſcue when immortality was forfeited, and 
reaſon enſlaved to fin and Satan. When we were 
without ſtrength and without hope, our offended 
God, unſolicited, and excited by no motives, 
but ſuch as flowed ſpontaneous from the unſearch- 
able riches of love, formed the deſign, and plan- 
ned the glorious ſcheme of our redemption.— 
This mighty defign was entruſted to no created 
hand ; this profuſion of grace and truth was to be 
executed by no delegated angel. The word, the 
wiſdom, and the power of God, the incompre- 
henſible Son of the incomprehenſible Father is 
the meſſenger of love to miſerable man. Lo! 
«God is manifeſt in the fleſh, juſtified in the 
Spirit, ſeen of angels, preached unto the Gentiles, 
believed on in this world, and received up to 
glory.” 

While we contemplate this exhibition of love 
and wonder, language and thought are confound- 
ed. *© God ſo loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that we ſhould not periſh bur 
have everlaſting life.” God fo loved the world! 
Who can meaſure the height, and depth, and 
length, and breadth of this love? Whom did God 
give? His only begotten Son, Light of Light, 
very God of very God. To whom did God give 
him? To guilty rebels, to publicans and ſinners, 
to Jews and Gentiles, to England and to Otaheite. 
How did God give him? To be united to a na- 
ture as remote from his own, as is the worm on 
the dunghill from the boaſted dignity of man. 
Yea, to be a worm and no man; a man of ſor- 
rows and acquainted with griefs. To tread every 
path of man's infirmity, and to drink every cup 
of human wretchedneſs. To hunger and thirſt, 
to be reviled and perſecuted, to be ſold and for- 
ſaken, to be buffeted and ſpit upon, to be crown- 
ed with thorns to be crucified between thieves, = 
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be made our curſe, deſerted of God, inſulted by 
men, and tempted of devils. Wo 
And (hall not this Saviour ſee of the travail of 
his ſoul and be ſatisfied ? Now that he is lifted up 
ſhall he nat draw all men to him? Yes, bleſſed 
Jeſus, all the people (hall praiſe thee, The Hea- 
then ſhall be thy inheritance; the ends of the 
earth thy righteous poſſeſſion. O let thy kingdom 
come! Beat our ſwords into ploughſhares, and 
our ſpears into pruning hooks ! Revive upon thy 
churches the apoſtolic ſpirit ! Let the heralds of 
thy love proclaim to every people and language, 
that guilt is cancelled, man redeemed, God recon- 
ciled, death aboliſhed, fin triumphed over on the 
croſs, and the kingdom of heaven opened to all

believers! | | 
But, what wretched man is that weeping in the 
midſt of the congregation ? Famine is in his coun. 
tenance, and his garb betrays penury and naked- 
neſs. Poor prodigal ! Doſt thou weep to hear of 
the unſearchable riches of Chriſt > Wilt thou then 
ariſe and return to his Father and to thy Father, 
to his God and to thy God? Aſk not, Whether 
there be place for repentance ? Whether the riches 
of pardoning mercy may relieve thy poverty? O yes, 
There is room in thy Father's houſe, there is room 
in thy Father's heart, For thee the fatted calf is 
lain. For thce the feaſt is made. For thee the 
kiſs of peace, the ring of honour, and the robe 
of righteouſneſs are prepared. A thouſand: kind 
inquiries, ten thouſand affectionate looks does thy 
Father ſend after thee. My fellows and myſelf 
are diſpatched on every fide to bring thee home, 
and we are charged to tell thee God is love.” 
No envious brother will repine at thy Father's 
goodneſs, no ſervant in the family but will ſhare 
thy joy and miniſter to thy honour. Thy Saviour 
lives, and reigns, and triumphs. Thy heavenly 
Joſeph whom thou ſoldeſt into Egypt is Lord | 
| [ne 
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the country, and will ſuſtain thee in the years of 
famine. 

Do not theſe glad tidings revive thee, as the 
ſpirit of the Patriarch revived when he beheld the 
waggons of Joſeph? O diſmiſs all thy fears. I 
know thee by thy form and aſpect. Thou haſt 
been proſtituted to many lovers. Thy members 
have been inſtruments of unrighteouſneſs ; thy 
body a body of fin and death. Thy ſpirit is de- 
graded by ſervitude, and the iron hath pierced 
to thy ſoul. The language of thy downcaſt ſtream- 
ing eyes is, God be merciful to mea ſinner! Thou 
ſhalt not pray in vain. I do not flatter thee with 
fallacious, uncertain, or diſtant hopes. It is not 
a mere poſſibility, it is not a probability of ſalva- 
tion that 1 hold out to thee, My words are as 
certain as the oracles of God. In Chriſt Jeſus 
my meſſage is yea and amen. Mercy and ſalva- 
tion embrace thee on every fide. Say not, Shall 
I aſcend into heaven to bring Chritt down from 
above, or ſhall I deſcend into the deep to bring 
him up?” No. The word of faith, which we 
preach, is nigh unto thee. The ſound thereof is 
now in thy ears, and the ſenſe thereof is in thy un- 
derſtanding. Believe it then with thy heart unto 
righteouſneſs, and thy tongue ſhall make confeſ- 
fion unto ſalvation. 

I would obviate all thy objections. I know thy 
ſins are without number, and all thy crimes of a 
crimſon dye, Upon thine own teſtimony I will 
believe that thy guilt is uncommon among the 
children of diſobedience. - But thy Father who is 
in heaven 1s ſuch a parent, as 1s not to be found 
among the ſons of men. Thy Saviour is the Son 
of God; the ranſom paid for thee his precious 
blood ; and the ſalvation offered moſt gloriouſly 
free. Art thou the chief of finners, the moſt loſt 
and ruined of the ſpecies? I know thee by that 


name. As ſuch thou art mentioned in the ever-

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laſting . Goſpel, . Ariſe, Return to thy Father. 
He cometh * to meet thee. The place ap- 
pointed is the croſs, where his dear Son crutified 
thy fin and ſhame.

Theſe, dear Brethren are 
the unſearchable riches of the pardonihg mercy of 
Chriſt: and I would to God a thouſand Miniſters, 
full of faith and of the Holy Ghoſt, were now 
engaged in preaching them to the prodigals of the” 
Gentiles! 

The doctrines of redeeming love and Perdonif 4 
mercy have a direct and powerful tendency to pro- 
mote truę holineſs. To ſay nothing of the inſſu- 
ence of hope and fear on the human mind, eſpect. 
ally | when; thoſe principles ſtand” on the firm 
* of Chriſtian faith, and the cl to which 
they are attached are of no leſs magnitude than an 
eternal heaven and an eternal hell, the mois law is 
written on our hearts by the gracious manifeſta- 
tions of God's love and mercy. The end for 
which the Holy Jeſus came into the wofld was to 
deſtroy che works of the Devil, to ſlay” the "enmity " 
of the carnal mind, and to make his people parta- 
n o the divine nature.

godlineſs. An objector may talk about redeem- 
ing love and pardoning mercy, and fo long as he

Lid he know aſſu- 
redly that all his fins are waſhed away in the 
blood of Chriſt, did the Spirit of adoption bear 
witneſs in his heart that the great God is his Fa- 
ther, Jeſus his all-ſufficient Saviour, the Holy 
Spirit his Sanct ifier and Comforter, and heaven his 
eternal inheritance, is it poſſible that he ſhould not 
love God, who hath firſt ſo freely and ſo richly lo- 
ved him? The lively experience of theſe glorious 
truths would gake rhe love of God his ruling paſ- 
ſion, and the peace of God would poſſeſs and keep 
his ſoul. Former things would paſs away, and all 
things would become new. With new hopes, new 
fears, and new joys, his vices would die, his paſ- 
ſions be regulated, and his whole man feel the 
holy hand of the New Creator. Beſides, he would 
have acceſs to the throne of Grace, from whence 
he might derive daily ſupplies of the Spirit, to 
mortify corruption, and to keep him in the love 
of God. If, with all theſe advantages, he ſhould 
be overtaken in a fault, he does not ſtand on the 
burning covenant of works, but on that of grace, 
which is ſupported by better promiſes. He has 
an advocate with the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the 
righteous, who is the propitiation for his fin. He 
will multiply bis pardons, reſtore him in the ſpirit 
of love, and make his grace to reign through

are all employed to expreſs the felicity of heaven. 
But thoſe patms never fade, thoſe robes never ſoil, 
and that feaſt never ends. The melody is of a 
heavenly nature, the kingdom of God's ſaints is 


ſubject to no revolution, their crowns are of an 


eternal weight of glory, and their prieſthood 
bigher than that of Aaron and Melchiſedec. 
There, there are rivers of pleaſure, and trees of 
life. That Jeruſalem is deſcribed as having walls 
of jaſper, gates of pearl, foundations of precious 
ſtones, and buildings of gold. The air breathes 
incorruption. No ſigh is heard, no tear ſeen. 
The temples of the earth, and the lights of heaven 
vaniſh away; for the Lord God Almighty is unto 
it for a temple, and an everlaſting light. There 
we ſhall ſee God; his name ſhall be written upon 
our forehead, and, to complete ourfelicity, we thall 
be perfectly conformed to the image of him, Who 
is the firſt· born among many brethren. What a 
fair ſyſtem of truth and knowledge, of love and 
mercy, of holineſs and comfort, of immortality, 
honour, and felicity, is the religion of Jeſus! 
How 'manifold and unſearchable the riches of 
Chriſt! How bleſſed and honoured that faithful 
ſervant, elected of peculiar grace to preach them 
to the Gentiles ! n N legen 

II. Having finiſhed this imperfect account of 
the unſearchable riches of Chriſt, allow me to 
aſk, Is it poſſible any of you ſhould; wiſh to mo- 
nopolize them to the inhabitants of Europe? If 
you do, St. Paul was of another mind. He thought 
himſelf a debtor to Barbarians and Greeks, to 
bond and free. He preached theſe riches among 
the Gentiles, and he had good reaſons for doing 


fo. Firſt, his commiſſion, and that of all the 
Apoſtles, us to preacty the Goſpel to evety erea- 


ture, and to bring all nations to the obedience: of 
the faith St. Paul in particular was à choſen veſ- 


bel 0 beat Chriſi's name among the Gentiles, to 


whom, 
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whom, it appears from many Scripturesytliat he 
was more immediately ſent. Nor was he diſoba- 
dient to the heavenly calling; but, as herafſures = 
us, through mighty figns and wonders: of the 
Spirit, from Jeruſalem, and round about umto IN 
lyricum, he fully preached the Goſpel; ſtriving to 
preach the Goſpel not | where Chriſt was named, 
leſt be ſhould build on another man's founds- 
tion.“ 
150 — St. Paul chomniahdy underſtood chat 
the Goſpel he preached was emphatically the Goſ- 
pel of the Gentiles. As ſuch the angels announced 
it to che ſhepherds—*+ Behold, 1 bring you glad ti- 
dings of great joy, which (hall be to all: people.“ 
Agreeably to this idea, at the birth of Jeſus, they 
proclaimed, not peace in Judea, but peace on 
eatth,” Hardly was the Goſpel kingdom open- 
ed when the Jews were rejected from the covenarit 
of peculiarity; nor have we a ſhadow of reaſon to 
imagine, that God has entered into any ſuch cove- 
nant with the inhabitants of Europe. It is with 
this view of unlimited philanthropy that the 3oſ- 
pel is conſtituted in all its parts, It is alike friend- 
iy to all ages, ſtates, and characters of men. Ir 
is clogged; with no peculiarity: which can operate 
to repel any nation from the faith. It enjoins no 
inconvenient rites; it has no exclufive form of 
church government; and, on the arricle of civil 
polity, it preſcribes abſolutely nothing. Like 
the ſolar fire, it moves in a ſphere of its-awng dar 
above all earthly things, and, with generous pro- 
fuſion, pours its benefits on the whole world. 
Thirdly. The manner in which St. Paul fpeaks 
of the calling of the Gentiles is highly worthyciof 
obſervation. He calls it “ a) myſtery the myſ- 
tery of Chriſt, revealed to the Apoſtles, that the 
Gentiles ſhould be tellow-heirs; and of the fame 
body: to the intent that now unto the principali-

In general, 
we nate aſſured that the Meſſiah was manifeſted ſin 
that fulneſs or ripeneſs of time moſt proper for that 
grand diſcovety. But from the coming of Chriſt 
God s will reſpecting the Gentiles bears no duhious 
aſpect. The Miniſters of Chriſt received as explicit 
and abſolute commands to evangelize all nations 
as language could: convey;; and they were encgu- 
Taged ino their work by the molt gracious promi- 
#525: Let it he recollected that there is good rea- 
ſon for believing chat Ametica, and the iſlands of 
the! weſtern and Southern oceans, were 1800 years 
agd without a ſingle inhabitant.

Thrice 
was I beaten with rods, once was I ſtoned, thrice 
I ſuffered ſhipwreck, a day and a night. have I 
been in the deep. In journeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in perils of robbers, in perils by my 
own countrymen, in perils by the Heathen, in pe- 
rils in the city, in perils in the wilderneſs, in pe- 
rils in the ſea, in perils among falſe brethren, ., In 
wearineſs and painfulneſs, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirſt, in faſtings often, in cold and 
nakedneſs. Beſides thoſe things that are without, 
that which cometh. upon me daily, the. care of all 
the churches.” 

What a life of crouble have we here laid before 
us by a man who was by no means diſpoſed to 
complain of trivial inconveniences. But did he on 
that account deſpiſe, or decline the apoſtolic miſ- 
ſion? Far from it. None of theſe things moved 
him; nor did he count his life dear that he might 
win Chriſt. All his croſſes and loſſes he account- 
ed as nothing, ſo that he might communicate to 
miſerable men the unſearchable riches of the Sa- 
viour. We never {ee him weary in well-doing, 
or diſcouraged at the ſeverity of his warfare. On 
the . contrary, he uniformly appears, as in, my 
text, 10 be always rejoicing in his glorious call- 
ing: Into me is this grace given, that I ſhoujd 
preach among the Gentiles the unſearchable riches 
of Chriſt. Mark the emphaſis, * this grace” 
this ſuperlative favour, this ſſ 1gular honour, this 
infinite condeſcenſion, this tender mercy of Gad. 

It is to be feared, Brethren, that we ſee little 
form or comelineſs in the character of Chriſt's 

1 miſſionaries. 
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miſſionaries, Nowithſtanding the approbation 
we give the Apoſtles, few care to tread in their 
ſteþs. "The converſion of the Heathens appears to 


tod many ſerious p_ as an hopeleſs event; and 


frottt'the hour a Minifter propoſes to give bimſelf 
uß to this work, he muſt be content, with many, 
to*felinquiſh his claims to rational Chriſtianity and 
ſober Aen. His friends, his relations, his 
flock are immediately in arms againſt him, and he 
muſt ſtand all the artillery of argument and ridi- 
cule, of kindneſs and unkindneſs. Strange, but 
true, no ſooner does a Miniſter imbibe the ſpirit 
of Chtiſt and his Apoſtles, than he is made” a 
ſpectacle and a gazing ſtock to the world. A fad 
| >. wrt! this of the degenerate ftate of Chriſtian- 
among us. But theſe things ſhould not, and 
truſt they will not, make our hands hang down. 
We have God's promiſes, Chriſt's commands, 
and the example of the Apoſtles on our fide. 
Let others deſpiſe or degrade the calling of a 
Miffionary as they pleafe ; we will abide by the 
honourable view of it which is given by St. Paul. 
No man was better qualified to determine on this 
calling. He was well acquainted with its whole 
compaſs of facrifice and ſuffering; but he was 
alfo experienced in its honours, its conſolations, 
ant'*irs rewards. Our carnal minds exaggerate 
the Pd as they depreciate the laſt. The bloody 
croſs is 4 ſpectacle of horror, and the , celeſtial

hands of a few obſcure men; but the moſt able 
and venerable Miniſters ſhall be forward to obtain 
the fellowſhip of this miniſtry. Till that time 
come, may our blefſed Redeemer pray for us, 
that our faich fail not! In the midſt of weakneſs 
and diſcouragement, may we ſtay our ſouls on 
God's faithful word, and patiently ſerve the Lord 
as we can until we can ſerve him as we would! 
But let us not diſmiſs this part of the ſubject 
without farther 1 * into the grounds of St. 
Paul's triumph—** Unto me is this grace given, 
that I ſhould preach among the Gentiles the un- 
ſearchable riches of Chriſt.” - And is it not a high 
hongur to be made a ſteward of the myſteries of 
God, a diſpenſer of the unſearchable riches of 
Chriſt. If dignity be derived from the greatneſs 
of the power we ſerve, what more can be wiſhed 
than to be the ambaſſador of God, the ſervant of 
the King of righteouſneſs and peace? If the 
royal David deemed it an honour to be a door- 
keeper in the houſe of his God, well might St. 
Paul glory in the honovrable diſpenſation of life 
and peace to mankind. While other Miniſters 
were engaged in the eaſy and lefs hononrable 
work of watering the ſeed ſown, to his ſkilful and 
laborious hand it was entruſted to guide the Gofpel 
plow, and to ſow the incorruptible word. While 
they were engaged in various ſubordinite” depart- 
ments, to him it was given, as to a wiſe maſter- 
builder, to lay the ſtrong foundations of God's 
living temple. While they were occupied in cul- 
tivating ſome little ſpot of fertile ſoil, or in main- 
taining ſome fortreſs of inferior account, he had 
= the glorious taſk of ſubduing kingdoms, and ma- 
J king the deſert wilderneſs to bloom like the garden 
1 of God. His labours, his dangers, his _— 
| Fry h 
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his croſſes, his temptations, and his loſſes were all 
as grace upon grace. The more danger, the more 
honour; the ſeverer ſufferings, the more cordial 
conſolations. If the Spirit witneſſed bonds and 
impriſonments every where awaited him, the fame 
Spirit teſtified that he ſhould receive an immortal 
crown: from God the righteous Judge. When St. 
Paul was converted, his blefied Lord had ſaid, 
will ſhew him how great things he ſhall ſuffer 
for my name ſake; and from that day, having 
much forgiven, and loving much, he took “ plea- 
ſure in infirmities, in reproaches, in neceſſities, 
in perlecutions, in diſtreſſes for Chriſt's ſake.“ 
In ſuch a cauſe, and for ſuch a Maſter contempt 
was honour, reproach praiſe, and all temporal loſs 
eternal gain. He knew he did nat ſerve God for 
nought, chat his work ſhould follow him, and all 
his labours have a reſurrection to reward. Every 
ſortow was therefore a ſpring of joy, and every la- 
bur, encountered and overcome, for the ſake 
and in the ſpirit of Chriſt, was a freſh aſſu- 
rance of glorious reſt, God give us all to admire 
the dignity and riches of this calling! God, in 
tender mercy to millions. of poor Heathens, ex- 
cite. among his Miniſters a generous emulation to 
follow St. Paul even as he followed Chriſt! 
IV. The laſt thing we have 10 conſider is the 
forcible, admonition given to Miniſters and Mil- 
ſionaries to think huwbly and ſoberly of them- 
ſelves, as they ought, to think—* Unio me, who 
am Jeſs-,than the leaſt of all faints.” What! Paul, 
the miraculous convert of Jeſus Chrit—Paul, the 
teacher of che Gentiles, and not one whit behind 
che chief of the Apoſtles Paul, who had been 
caught up into the chird heavens, ſeen the viſions 
of the Almighty, and heard unutterable things— 
Who, bad faflered the loſs of all things, and ac- 
counted the Joſs of all as nothing—who had la- 


boured, and ſuffered, and done more good than 
R 2 | | all 
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all the Apoſtles—who had founded more churches 
than many Miniſters have converted ſouls—is this 
man the ea, yea, leſs than the /ea/? of all ſaints ? 
Wonderful humility ! Blefſed Goſpel, which is 
capable of producing this lovely temper in the 
proud heart of Saul the perſecutor ; 
Mark, Brethren, upon what point St. Paul 
makes this compariſon of himſelf to turn. It is 
not riches, learning, power; nor does it turn 
upon miniſterial talent, labour, or ſucceſs. No. 
Whatever diſtinctions, real or artificial, prevail 
among men, they all vaniſh in the preſence of 
that grand and everlaſting diſtinction which God 
makes between the man that feareth him, and the 
man that feareth him not. The point of honour 
is true holineſs. It is not to preach Chriſt, but 
to love him; it 1s not to convert others, but to be 
converted ourſelves to the image of his holineſs, 
which conſtitutes our honour and felicity in time 

and in eternity. | 
"But ſhall we permit this great Apoſtle to fit 
down in the loweſt place? Dare any Chriſtian 
indulge the thought of taking precedence of this 
glorious confeſſor and martyr of righteouſneſs ? 
The rules of judgment and of conduct given us 
by the Lord, teach us what rank among Chriſti- 

ans we ſhould aſſign to the Apoſtle. Humblin 
himſelf as a little child, yea, even as the leaſt _ 
the ſervant of all, we heſitate not to pronounce 
him the greateſt in the kingdom of God. Put- 
ting himſelf in the loweſt place at the Goſpel feaſt, 
to him all the Miniſters and churches gladly ſay, 
Go up higher; and the Maſter will receive to the 
higheſt honours of the feaſt the follower of his 
own lowlineſs. | 

I ſhall not now illuſtrate this paradox of god- 
lineſs, nor vindicate St. Paul from the charge of 
voluntary humility. They who make the charge 
are ignorant both of the character of St. Paul, and 
of the religion he taught. We may, however, in- 
dulge 
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dulge two obſervations, as they have ſome refe- 
ence to the object of this diſcourſe. The firſt is, 
that when the Lord will make a man a choſen veſ- 
ſel, eminently ſerviceable in the church, it is the 
method of his grace to humble that man in the 
duſt, and to remove from him every ground of 
vain glory. This is neceſſary to ſecure all the 
glory to the Lord, to whom alone it is juſtly due. 
It is alſo neceſſary to bring the fouls of his ſaints 
to an abſolute dependance on the Lord's wiſdom, 
grace, and power, for all good to themſelves and 
others. And, in the laſt place, it is of the ut- 
moſt importance to our own ſafety and comfort; 
leſt we ſhould be lifted up with pride even by the 
graces beſtowed upon us, and the important ſer- 
vices we are enabled to perform. 
My ſecond obſervation is, that it is impoſſible 
a Miſſionary ſhould engage in his work in a bet- 
ter ſpirit than of that humility of which St. Paul is 
the example. The man, who is brought to ſee 
himſelf as the chief of ſinners, and the leaſt of all 
ſaints, is happily freed from all confidence in the 
fleſh. His talents, labours, ſufferings, and ſuc- 
ceſs are with him of no account. He goes out of 
himſelf, to live in Chriſt, for Chriſt, and upon 
Chriſt. He receives from the Redeemer grace to 
help in every time of need. Feeling that he is 
nothing, he alſo feels that Chriſt is all and in all. 
Supported and encouraged by theſe. animating 
views of the grace and truth, the power and faith- 
fulneſs of his Saviour, he adopts that mind that 
was in Chriſt. His heart expands, his ſpirit is 
elevated above the world, and he learns to think 
and to act with that greatneſs which becomes a 
member of Chriſt and a child of God. He lives 
not, but Chriſt liveth in him, and the life that he 
lives in the fleſh, he lives by the faith of the Son 
of God. Such a man can do, can ſuffer all things; 
for it is God who worketh in him to will and to 
do, 
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 do;—The Lord give us. this mind, and make all 
his Miſſionaries to be ſtrong in the power of his 
might ! s ; £ 
Though I have ſo long claimed your attention, 
I will ſolicit your patience a few minutes longer. 
We are bound to bleſs God that he hath revived 
among us a jealouſy for the honour of religion, 
and a deſire to communicate its riches. to the 
whole world. We have reaſon. to admire his 
grace in uniting the hearts of ſome. hundreds of 
Miniſters, and of ſeveral thouſands of their flocks 
in the ſupport of miſſions to the Heathens. Mat- 
ter of fa& demonſtrates that the laity will not be 
found wanting in doing their part, ſo long as the 
Miniſters of Chriſt turn their attention to the 
magnitude and obligation of the duty of evangeli- 
zing the Heathens. Hitherto we have navigated 
a Pacific Ocean, and have advanced with a flow- 
ing ſail. Difficulties have been obviated, and ob- 
ſtacles removed or overcome in a- way beyond 
every thing we could have imagined. So far from 
being exhauſted by the efforts we have made, we 
gather ſtrength as we proceed. The ſpirit of 
miſſions ſpreads widely on every fide, and we are 
animated to think of (till greater exertions. Bleſſed 
be the good providence of God, which hath help- 
ed us, and thus far made his work to proſper in 
our hands! | | 
But we muſt now begin to hear of ſtorms and 
ſhipwrecks. By this time our Miſſionaries have 
arrived at the place of their deſtination... Every 
thing, which may 1mpede their operations, and 
defeat their deſign, is no longer a remote ſpecula- 
tion, but - preſent and palpable to their ſenles. 
Some valuable lives may fall a ſacrifice to the 


change of climate and new habits of life. Among 


ſo many Miſſionaries, and in an undertaking. of 
ſo much difficulty, we ſhall be favoured to a mira- 
cle, it all ſtand firm to their purpoſe. The accu- 
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ſer of the Brethren will endeavour to diſturb their 
peace, and he may effect his wiſh. Perſecution 
may rage, and who will abide it can only be de- 
termined in the hour of blood. In a word, a 
great variety of accidents, againſt which no wiſ- 
dom of man can provide, may in whole, or in 
part, fruſtrate our beſt concerted plans. Neither 
the excellency of the cauſe, nor the rectitude of 
our views, nor the piety of our Miſſionaries, can 
guarantee ſucceſs. Our God is incomprehenſi- 
ble, and his ways paſt finding out. He doeth 
whatſoever pleaſeth him among the armies of hea- 
ven, and among the children of men, and none 
may ſtay his hand, or ſay unto him, What 
doeſt thou? „ line 

I truſt 1 may ſay that the Directors of this So- 
ciety, and the Minifters who act with them, have 


counted the coſt. Putting on our armour, We 


will not, we dare not boaſt as thoſe who have put 
it off. I truſt in God we are armed on every fide, 
prepared, if ſuch be the Lord's will, to ſee our 
hopes blaſted, and have made up our mind on 
that courſe of conduct which becomes us under 
ſo cruel a diſappointment. We have fairly ſet 
before our Miſſionaries life and death, honour 
and ſhame. They have gone forth furniſhed 
both with advice and exhortation. Our prayers 
follow them, and we humbly truſt they will acquit 
themſelves like men, and that whether living or 


dying, they ſhall be the Lord's. We expect them 


to act with fortitude and perſeverance ; and we at 
home are humbly determined to exerciſe the 
ſame virtues, and that no diſappointments ſhall 
make us deſiſt from our purpoſe. We act on the 
Tod principles of eternal truth, and are not to be 
ſhaken in our determination by the events of 
things. Reading in our Bibles the Lord's com- 
mand for engaging in this war, we will never con- 
ſider any diſpenſation of Providence-as a diſap- 
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probation of it. Our faith may be tried, our un- 
adviſedneſs may be admoniſhed, and our teme- 
rity may be chaſtized, but patient perſeverance 
muſt ar laſt be crowned with ſucceſs. 

Should the Lord be thus pleaſed to exerciſe our 
faith and patience, we do not expect that all who 
now favour us with their countenance, will con- 
tinue their ſupport. We are better acquainted 
with human nature. © Some whiſpers, which now 
walk in ſecret, will then be publiſhed on the 
houſe-top. We ſhall hear loud declamation on 
the money and lives expended on the Miſſion. 
We are prepared for your criminations, Brethren ; 
and, as much as poſſible to prevent ſuch re- 
proaches, I beg leave to remind you of the princi- 
ples on which we act. We have long neglected 
dur duty, and we are now doing what we ought 
to have done years ago. We aſk no new revela- 
tion to declare the ſucceſs of our engagement. 
We do not preſume to think we have any claims 
on the Lord, or that it 1s fit we ſhould ſhare his 
ſecret counſels. Wie engage in duty as duty. We 
have done by our money and our Miſſionaries 
what we do by ourſelves, and all we have. We 
have given them to the Lord. We have placed 
them in his hand as a/together his. And ſhall not 
the Lord do what he will with his own? The 
Work of faith, the patience of hope, the labour 
of love is our duty and our whole concern. The 
ſucceſs of our efforts, as it reſts abſolutely on 
God's power, we ſubmit entirely to his will. On 
this ſubject we date indulge no anxiety. The 
Lord will do all chings well. For the money ex- 
pended, and the lives ſacrificed for Chriſt, they 
cannot better be diſpoſed of. Neither the Soci- 
ety nor their Miſhenaries ſerve a parſimonious 
God, whole pleaſure is in receiving; and that re- 
ward, which it were pride and folly to claim as a 
right, we dare confidently expect, as of grace 3 
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of promiſe from him who is a rewarder of all who 
diligently ſeek him. This is the peculiar felicity 
of God's (ſervants. He ſees their hearts, and ac- 
cepts the will for the deed. He who graciouſly 
accepts the widow's mites, or a cup of cold water, 
cannot withhold a gracious reward from thoſe who 
give him theiclittle all. Theſe points, well conſi- 
dered, will teach you to act on juſt principles, and 
enable you ſtcadily ro continue your ſupport to us 
under every diſcouragement. JF, 


Wonderful is the patience of God in bringing 


miſerable finners to glory; and it will ill become 
us under unpromiſiag appearances to be diſcou- 
raged and weary in well doing. In all things, it 
is our wiſdom to preſerve a juſt balance between 
hope and fear. In great matters, eſpecially in one 


of that magnitude we are embarked in, it is of 


the laſt importance: but it is no leſs difficult, than 
important. Human nature is prone to extremes, 
and we daily ſee men paſſing from cauſeleſs fears 
to the moſt unjuſtifiable hopes. Much of this 
temper 1s cvinced with reſpect to miſſions. So 
forcibly were your minds im preſſed by the obſta- 
cles which militate againſt the ſucceſs of miſſions, 
that it has been with ſome difficulty we have pre- 
vailed on you to think them feaſible, and in that 
hope to countenance our undertaking. While 
you kept your eyes riveited only on the dangers 
and difficulties of miſſions, and your fears were 
magnifying every diſcouragement into impoſſibili- 
ties, we felt it our duty chiefly to call you to view 
the ſubje& on the moſt favourable fide ; and we 
availed ourſelves of every argument to obviate 
objections and to encourage a Chriſtian hope. 
We rejoice to ſee that you are prevailed upon to 
glorify the grace, power, and veracity of our God 


and of his Chriſt You believe that God can proſ- 


Per our weak endeazours, and you hope he will 
do ſo. Your minds are fixed with the glories of 
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an apoſtolic miſſion ; but we are apprehenſive leſt 
you ſhould be dazzled by thoſe glories, and be 
hurried away to entertain hopes rather too ſanguine, 
For we ſhould remember, that while fear freezes 
the ſoul, and precludes exertion, hope on the other 
hand is a generous wine, which, while it cheers 
man's heart, is too apt to aſcend to the brain, and 
to diſorder the ſeat of reaſon. Strong hopes in- 
flame deſire, and inſpire joy; but joy often turns 
an impatient ear to the calmer counſels of wiſdom, 
and deſire, by the eagerneſs with which ſhe reaches 
at gratification, often diſappoints her faireft hopes. 
From theſe too confident hopes the tranſition is 
eaſy and natural to dejection and deſpair; for of 
neceſſity we muſt fink under thoſe diſappoint- 
ments, which are totally unlooked for. It be- 
comes us, therefore, to guard againſt theſe dan- 
gerous extremes; and as the Lord has been 
pleaſed to inflame our zeal, and to excite in us a 
ſpirit of daring enterprize, it remains for us to 
give ſobriety to our hopes; to prepare ourſelves 
or every poſſible diſappointment ; and to confirm 

our ſouls in fortitude, patience, and perſeverance. 
We are not engaging in a pitched battle, the ſuc- 
ceſs of which is to terminate our labours ; but in 
a war, which we foreſee will be long and various, 
and muſt be conducted with an expence of blood 
and treaſure. Perſeverance, unwearied and invin— 
cible fortitude 1s the price of victory. We are 
not making an experiment whether it be poſhble 
to propagate the Goſpel among Heathens. The 
experiment has been made repeatedly, and the 
poſſibility of the thing demonſtrated. It is not 
merely poſſible, nor even probable, but, if we 
dare credit the God of Truth, the ſucceſs of our 
labours is certain. But, while we are confident of 
the laſt reſult, if we have faith and patience to 
expect it, we will not promiſe immediate and ge- 
neral ſucceſs to our meaſures. Satan will not ſuf- 
fer 
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fer his kingdom to fall without a blow. And for 
ourſelves, we are raw ſoldiers, who muſt derive 
courage and diſcipline from experience. In this 
war, as in thoſe of the world, it may be that to 
conquer we muſt; firſt be beaten into wiſdom, cou- 
rage, and hardihood. 

Forgive me, Brethren, for turning your eyes on 
the moſt diſcouraging ſide of things; but your 
on reflections will in general ſuggeſt a proper im- 


provement of ſuch views. In particular, it will 


ſhew you the great call we have for mighty prayer, 
on behalf of the Directors of this Society at 
home, and our Miſſionaries abroad. The riches 
of Crœſus, and the wiſdom of Solomon will be 
weak allies, in compariſon of the prayets of the 
faithful. A miſſion is a-war of faith and prayer; 
and he, who contributes moſt largely in faithful 
prayer, is the greateſt benefactor to our Society. 
So long as we attach ourſelves to the conſideration 
of ſecond cauſes, it muſt appear that all human 
ſtrength and wiſdom are unequal to the work of 
converting the Heathens. Our hope and help is 
inthe, Almighty God. If he be with us, what 
powers of earth and bell ſhall ſtand againſt our 
aſſault? And let us remember, that one of the 
beſt encouragements we have for believing, that 
the Lord of Hoſts will go forth with our armies, 
will be the evidence * our own prayers. God 
dwells in the cloud of prayer. Only let us pray 
like Moſes, and our Miſhonaries ſhall fight and 
conquer like Joſhua. 

Let us then every day place our dear Miſfion- 
aries under the ſhadow of the rock of IIrael. 
The Lord requires it, and the Miffionaries claim 
it at out hands. We ſubſcribe money, they give 
their irves; We preach miſhonary ſermons to po- 


lite congregations ; they compaſs ſea and land, and 


fee} the extremities of hunger, thirſt, cold, and 
wearineſs, in preaching to ſtupid Heathens, who,

it may be, will ſome day reward their love with a 
ſhower of ſtones, or a volley of ſpears. We, in 
preaching the Goſpel, ſacrifice little or nothing; 
and, beſides an after recompence, are paid for it, 
even in this life, with a decent ſtipend, and a very 
tolerable ſhare of this world's honour. But they 
have forſaken parents, friends, and country; re- 
linquiſhed every comfort of civilized life, and 


followed the God of Abraham to a land unknown. 


O ler us love and honour theſe men of God. 


They are the martyrs of religion, and the glory of 


Chriſt. | Voluntarily to ſuffer the loſs of alt things, 
without hope or poſſibility of earthly reward, is a 
noble atteftation of the truth and power of Chriſt- 
ianity; and recommends them to the eſteem of all 
men. Some hard hearts may, indeed, deſpiſe the 


acceptable facrifice they make to God, and vidi- 


cule the noble example they give to men. But 
what earthly confiderations would inffuence theſe 


deſpiſers to make that ſacrifice, to follow that ex- 


ample? Reflect on the comforts they have left be- 
hind, and the troubles they are gone to meet, and 
you will not think lighily of the grace of God 
which is in them. Reflect on the pious women, 
who have expoſcd themſelves and their little ones, 
to winds and waves, and the multitudinous ſuffer- 
ings of a miſſion. When ſhall proud Deiſm and 
cold Socinianiſm produce ſuch witneſſes? And 
when, ye Chriſtian nations, will ye feel the force of 
this example? When will ye bleſs God for giving 
you ſons, who have hearts re court bright glory, 
and immortal praiſe in theſe fields of blood? 
When will ye thake off the frailties of your ſex, 
and inftead of fighting againſt their fouls with 
tears and embraces, perform the offices of a 
Chriſtian mother, by buck hong on their arms, and 
exhorting them to fight manfully in this good 
fight? The Lord bleſs thoſe good women! The 
Lord bleſs their little ones! The Lord bleſs all 

Our 
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our dear Miſſionaries ! Comfort, O God, com- 
fort their hearis ; ſtrengthen their bodies; ; fortify 
their reſolutions ; endue them with all meekneſs, 
gentleneſs, wiſdom, and patience ; prolong their 
days; make their bed, in ſick neſs, give them every 
perfect gift; and when they have lived, let them 
die as the revivers and propagators of religion, and 
have an abundant entrance into thy everlaſting 
kingdom. 

Great is the barveſt, but the abourers are few. 
Pray the Lord of the harveſt to thruſt out more 
labourers. And may we, who are Miniſters of 
the word, who have it in charge to diſpenſe the 
unſearchable riches of Chriſt, and ho glory to 
call ourſelves God's ambaſſadors—may . we be 
made to feel the attractions of this calling. We 
have fixed the public mind on our work, on our 
character, and on our proceedings. They expect, 
that while we endeavour to affect others with the mi- 
ſeries of the Heathen, we ſhould evince that we feel 
them ourſelves. They inquire how many Miniſ- 
ters are engaged as M * and they expreſs 
themſelves ſurprized tbat fo few of us ate candi- 
dates for the firſt honours of the Society. Yes, 
Brethren, I have the pleaſure to inform you, that 
there are vacant many of the firſt places both for 
honour. and: uſefulneſs ; places which can be pro- 
perly filled only by the Miniſters of the Goſpel. 
The Board of Directors is indeed filled by charac- 
ters truly relpectable; nor have we reaſon to ap- 
prehend any difficulty in keeping it ſo filled, as 
to reflect honour on our Society. But it is fit 
that Chriſt's Miniſters ſhould. take a nobler flight. 
We woutd place you at the head of, our Miſſion- 
aries ; we would aſſociate you to the honours of 
the great St. Paul. The numbers and wealth of 
the laity put it out of our power to contend 
with them in liberality ; but when the queſtion is, 


Who ſhall forſake friends and country, contend 
with 
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with winds and waves, ſuffer heat and cold, hun- 
ger and thirſt, and die for the ſake of Chriſt, who 


ſhall enter into competition with us? If any blood 


muſt be ſhed, it is ours that firſt ſhould flow. If 


lives are called for, let us be firſt to lay them 
down. If, in this miſſion, any mother is to weep, 
for a ſon cut off in the midſt of his years, any 


wife to experience the forrows and ſolicitude of 
widowhood ; let it be out mothers and our wives, 
who may correct the tears of ſorrow with thoſe of 
Joy, and ſanctify lamentation yith thankſgivings. 
For us, and for them, this part is natural and juſt. 


Exalted to the firſt honours of the Chriſtian church, 


God and men expect that we ſhould be familiar 
with danger, as with honour. Living as teachers 
of truth, how lovely, how conſiſtent, how defir- 


able is it, for us to die as martyrs of righteouſ- 


neſs. Brethren, I would do you no wrong; yet 
forgive me, if | ſay, I would God ſome fifty or 
hundred of us were choſen to this crown. Nor 
am I-without hope that it ſhall be ſo. The Lord 
will, 1 truſt, endow ſeveral of us with the ſpirit 
of St. Paul, and call us to tread in his ſteps.— 
Happy, thrice happy men, who are called to give 


all to him, who gave all for them; who are ho- 


noured to be claſſed among martyrs and confel- 
fors, prophets and apoſtles; and who may adopt 
the language and triumph of the text, Unto 
me, who ain leſs than the leaſt of all Saints, is 
this grace given, that I ſhould preach among the 


| Gentiles the unſearchable riches of Chriſt.” *
